COMMISSION HEARINGS:

private sale by negotiation is in the best 
interest of the City; (4) accepting and 
authorizing the execution and delivery of 
a contract for purchase of the Bonds; (5) 
approving the incurrence of the 
nonelectoral debt; (6) fixing the number, 
date, interest payment dates and 
maturities of the Bonds; (7) establishing 
the medium of payment; (8) establishing 
requirements for registration and 
transfer; (9) providing for payment of 
principal and interest; (10) providing for 
mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost bonds 
and authorizing the preparation, 
execution and delivery of one or more 
temporary bonds; (11) fixing the 
redemption provisions of the Bonds; (12) 
establishing the useful life of the Capital 
Improvement Program; (13) stating that 
the Bonds shall be General Obligation 
Bonds and nonelectoral debt; (14) 
establishing the form of the Bonds; (15) 
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authorizing the execution of the Bonds;

$52,990,000 is the outstanding principal 
amount and the City’s General Obligation 
Bonds, Series of 1984 of which 
$20,765,000 is the outstanding principal 
amount, (the "Prior Bonds"); and to pay 
the costs and expenses of preparing, 
issuing and marketing the Bonds 

(collectively the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, in order to implement 
the sale of the Bonds it will be necessary 
for the City to: 

(1) approve the cost estimates 
for the Capital Improvement 
Program; 

(2) determine that the advance 
refunding of the Prior Bonds 
is in compliance with 
permitted purposes of the 
Act; 

(3) determine that a private sale 
by negotiation is in the best 
interest of the City; 

(4) accept and authorize the 
execution and delivery of a 
contract of purchase for the 
Bonds; 

(5) approve the incurrence of 
nonelectoral debt by the City 

(6) fix the number, date, interest 
payment dates and maturities 
of the Bonds; 

(7) establish the medium of 
payment; 

(8) establish requirements for 
registration and transfer of 
the Bonds; 
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(9) provide for payment of 
principal and interest; 

(10) provide for mutilated, 
destroyed, stolen or lost 
Bonds and authorize the 
preparation, execution and 
delivery of one or more 
temporary bonds; 

(11) fix the redemption provisions 
for the Bonds; 

(12) establish the useful life of 
the Capital Improvement 
Program; 

(13) state that the Bonds shall be 
general obligation bonds and 
nonelectoral debt; 

(14) establish the form of the 
Bonds; 

(15) authorize the execution of 
the Bonds; 

(16) pledge the City’s full faith, 
credit and taxing power for 
the payment of the principal 
of and the interest on the 
Bonds; 

(17) authorize the payment of 
principal and interest from 
the Sinking Fund; 

(18) authorize the appointment of 
the Paying Agent, Bond 
Registrar and Sinking Fund 
Depositary;

SECTION 4. The proposed 
Contract of Purchase (the "Contract of 
Purchase") dated July 31, 1985, between 
the City and Paine Webber Incorporated, 
PNC Investment Company, a Unit of 
Pittsburgh National Bank, Mellon Bank, 
N.A., Anderson, Traub & Fisher 
Incorporated, Butcher & Singer, Inc., 
Kidder, Peabody & Co. Incorporated, 
Prescott, Ball & Turben, Inc., Russell, 
Rea & Z appal a, Inc., Commonwealth 
Securities and Investments, Inc., Sheetz. 
Smith & Co., Incorporated, and Arthurs, 
Lestrange & Short acting as managers on 
behalf of themselves and on behalf of the 
dealers named in Exhibit A to the 
Contract of Purchase (collectively the 
"Purchasers") for the purchase of Bonds, 
presented to this meeting and attached 
hereto and incorporated herein as Exhibit 
"B" is hereby accepted and the Mayor 
and City Controller or Deputy City 
Controller are authorized and directed to 
execute the Contract of Purchase and to 
deliver the accepted Contract of 
Purchase to the Purchasers. 

SECTION 5. Nonelectoral debt of 
the City be, and it hereby is, incurred in 
the amount of Two Hundred Twenty-Four 
Million One Hundred Eighty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($224,185,000), being 
the principal amount of the Bonds, for 
the purpose of providing funds to pay the 
cost of the Project. 


SECTION 6. The principal amount 
of nonelectoral indebtedness shall be 
evidenced by a series of general 
obligation bonds, entitled "City of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, General 
Obligation Bonds, Series of 1985", in the 
aggregate principal amount of 
$224,185,000 (the "Bonds"), initially 
dated as of August 1, 1985 (the "Issue 
Date"). The Bonds shall bear interest at 
the rates payable on March 1 and 
September 1 of each year, commencing 
March 1, 1986, and shall mature on 
March 1 of each year as set forth in 
Exhibit "C" which is attached hereto and 
incorporated herein. 

SECTION 7. The Bonds shall be 
payable, with respect to interest, 
principal and redemption price, in any 
coin or currency of the United States of 
America which, at the time of payment, 
is legal tender for the payment of public 
and private debts. 

SECTION 8. The Bonds shall be 
issued in the form of fully registered 
bonds without coupons, in denominations 
of $5,000 or any whole multiple 
thereof. The Registrar for the Bonds 
shall register such Bonds, in the manner 
hereinafter set forth. 

Each Bond will be initially dated as 
of August 1, 1985 and thereafter each 
Bond will be dated as of the date of its 
authentication and will bear interest 
from the March 1 or September 1, as the 
case may be, next preceding the date of 
such Bond to which interest has been 
paid, unless the date of such Bond is a 
date to which interest has been so paid, 
in which case from the date of such 
Bond, or if the date of such Bond is prior 
to March 1, 1986, in which case from 
August 1, 1985. However, if the City 
fails to pay the interest due on any 
interest payment date, then any such 
Bond shall bear interest from the March 
1 or September 1, as the case may be, 
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next preceding the date of such Bond, to 
which interest has been paid, or if no 
interest has been paid, from August 1, 
1985. 

The person in whose name any Bond 
is registered at the close of business on 
any Regulasr Record Date {as defined 
below) with respect to any interest 
payment date will be entitled to receive 
the interest payable on such interest 
payment date notwithstanding the 
cancellation of such Bond upon any 
transfer or exchange thereof subsequent 
to such Regular Record Date and prior to 
such interest payment date, except, if 
and to the extent that the City fails to 
pay the interest due on such interest 
payment date, such defaulted interest 
will be paid to the persons in whose 
names outstanding Bonds are registered 
at the close of business on a date 
("Special Record Date") established by 
the Paying Agent, hereinafter defined. 
The Paying Agent shall give notice of 
such Special Record Date to all owners 
of Bonds not less than ten (10) days prior 
to such date. The term "Regular Record 
Date" with respect to any interest 
payment date means with respect to the 
Bonds the February 15 or August 15 
immediately preceding such interest 
payment date. 

The Bonds may be transferred or 
exchanged only on the bond register (the 
"Bond Register") of the City maintained 
at the principal corporate trust office of 
Mellon Bank, N.A., Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, or its duly appointed 
successor (the "Registrar" and "Paying 
Agent"), in the City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. No transfer or exchange 
of any Bond will be valid unless made at 
such office and registered on the Bond 
Register. 

Every Bond presented or 
surrendered for registration of transfer 
or exchange must be duly endorsed, or be 


accompanied by a written instrument of 
transfer in form and with guaranty of 
signature satisfactory to the City and 
the Paying Agent, duly executed by the 
registered owner thereof or his duly 
authorized agent or legal 

representative. No service charge shall 
be made for any transfer or exchange of 
any Bond, but the City may require 
payment of a sum sufficient to cover any 
tax or other governmental charge that 
may be imposed in connection with any 
transfer or exchange of Bonds. The City 
shall not be required to: (a) issue, or to 
register the transfer or exchange of, any 
Bond during a period of fifteen (15) 
business days before any date of 
selection of Bonds to be redeemed; or (b) 
register the transfer or exchange of any 
Bond selected, being called, or called for 
redemption. 

Any portion of a Bond of a 
denomination larger than $5,000 may be 
redeemed, but only in the principal 
amount of $5,000 or any integral 
multiple thereof. Prior to selecting 
Bonds for redemption, the Paying Agent 
will assign numbers to each $5,000 
portion of any Bond of a denomimation 
larger than $5,000 and will treat each 
portion as a separate Bond in the 
denomination of $5,000 for purposes of 
selection for redemption. Upon 
surrender of any Bond for redemption of 
a portion thereof, the Paying Agent will 
authenticate and deliver to the 
registered owner a new Bond or Bonds of 
authorized denominations in an 
aggregate principal amount equal to the 
unredeemed portion of the Bond 
surrendered. 

Subject to the provisions relating 
to payment of interest to owners on the 
appropriate record date the City and 
Paying Agent may deem and treat the 
person in whose name any outstanding 
registered Bond shall be registered upon 
the books of the City as the absolute 
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owner of such Bond, whether such Bond 
shall be overdue or not, for the purpose 
of receiving payment of, or on account 
of, the principal and redemption price, if 
any, of such Bond and for all other 
purposes and all such payments so made 
to any such registered owner or upon his 
order shall be valid and effectual to 
satisfy and discharge the liability upon 
such Bond to the extent of the sum or 
sums so paid, and neither the City nor 
Paying Agent shall be affected by any 
notice to the contrary. 

SECTION 9. The principal of and 
interest and premium, if any, on the 
Bonds shall be payable at the principal 
corporate trust office of the Paying 
Agent or of any successor paying agent 
appointed by the City, provided that 
interest will be paid by check mailed to 
the registered owners of the Bonds on 
the appropriate Record Date, unless 
written demand is made by such owner of 
not less than $500,000 aggregate amount 
of Bonds for payment by wire transfer of 
immediately available funds. 

All the Bonds issued hereunder 
shall be negotiable as provided in the 
Act, subject to the provisions for 
registration and transfer contained 
herein and in the Bonds. 

SECTION 10. In case any Bond 
shall become mutilated or be destroyed, 
stolen or lost, the City shall execute and 
cause the Paying Agent to deliver a new 
Bond of like maturity and principal 
amount as the Bond, if any, so mutilated, 
destroyed, stolen or lost, in exchange and 
substitution for such mutilated Bond, if 
any, or in lieu of and substitution for the 
Bond, if any, destroyed, stolen or lost, 
upon filing with the City evidence 
satisfactory to it and complying with 
such other reasonable regulations as the 
City may prescribe and paying such 
expenses as the City may incur in 
connection therewith. All Bonds so 


surrendered to the Paying Agent shall be 
cancelled by it and evidence of such 
cancellation shall be given to the City. 
The Paying Agent shall advise the City 
by a certificate of the issuance of 
substitute Bonds. 

Pending the execution and delivery 
of the definitive bonds to be issued under 
this Resolution, the proper officers of 
the City, with the consent of the 
Purchasers, are hereby authorized to 
have prepared and to execute and deliver 
to the Manager of the Bonds hereby 
authorized one or more temporary 
typewritten or printed bonds for the 
aggregate principal amount of the Bonds 
authorized by this Resolution, which 
temporary bonds shall be in such 
denomination and amount as the said 
officers may determine, and shall be 
substantially of the tenor of the 
registered bonds to be issued hereunder, 
with appropriate omissions, insertions 
and variations as may be required. Each 
of said temporary bonds shall bear on its 
face the words "TEMPORARY 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS, 
SERIES OF 1985," and such temporary 
bonds shall be exchangeable at the office 
of the Paying Agent for a like principal 
amount of definitive bonds when such 
definitive bonds are ready for delivery. 

SECTION 11. The Bonds shall be 
subject to mandatory redemption prior to 
maturity and to redemption prior to 
maturity at the option of the City in 
accordance with the schedule attached 
hereto and incorporated herein as Exhibit 
"D". 

Any redemption of Bonds is 
required to be made upon notice of 
redemption given by mailing a notice by 
first class mail, postage prepaid, not less 
than thirty (30) nor more than sixty (60) 
days prior to the redemption date to the 
registered owners of Bonds to be 
redeemed at the addresses which appear 
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in the Bond Register. Neither failure to 
mail such notice nor any defect in the 
notice so mailed or in the mailing 
thereof with respect to any one Bond will 
affect the validity of the proceedings for 
the redemption of any other Bond. If the 
City shall have duly given notice of 
redemption and shall have deposited with 
the Paying Agent funds for the payment 
of the redemption price of the Bonds so 
called for redemption with accrued 
interest thereon to the date fixed for 
redemption, interest on such Bonds will 
cease to accrue after such redemption 
date. 

Such notice shall state the 
redemption date, the redemption price 
and shall identify the Bonds being 
redeemed.

Buyer. Failure to file such notice or any 
defects in the mailed notice or in the 
mailing thereof will not affect the 
validity of the redemption. 

SECTION 12. As authorized by 

Section 602 of the Act, the City hereby 
declares that it practices capital 

budgeting, and that the period of 
usefulness of the City's Capital 
Improvement Program, for which the 
said Bonds are to be issued, is at least 
thirty (30) years. 

SECTION 13. The Bonds are, and 
shall be, general obligation bonds and 
are, and shall be, nonelectoral debt of 
the City.

assigns, on the Maturity Date stated above, upon surrender hereof, the principal sum of 

_Dollars ($_), (unless this Bond be redeemable and shall 

have been duly called for earlier redemption and payment of the redemption price 
together with unpaid interest accrued to the date fixed for redemption made or provided 
for), with interest thereon at the rate per annum as specified above, payable 
semiannually on the first day of March and September of each year, beginning March 1, 
1986.

This Bond is one of a duly authorized issue of bonds entitled "City of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1985" (the "Bonds") of like tenor 
(except as to rate of interest, date of maturity and provisions for redemption) amounting 

in the aggregate to the sum of _ Dollars ($_) and issued in 

accordance with the Local Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781 as 
reenacted and amended, 53 P.S. Subsection 6780-1 et seq. (the "Act"), without the assent 
of the electors, and pursuant to a Resolution of the City duly enacted by the City 
Council thereof and approved by the Mayor and duly recorded and published in the 
manner required by law (the "Resolution"). 

The Bonds are issuable in the form of registered Bonds without coupons in the 
denomination of $5,000 or any whole multiple of $5,000. 

The Bonds maturing on and after March 1, 1996, are subject to redemption prior to 
maturity on or after March 1, 1995, at the option of the City, in whole on any date or in 
part in inverse order of maturity and by lot within a maturity, on any interest payment 
date at the redemption prices (expressed as percentages of the principal amount), plus 
accrued interest thereon and during the periods (both dates inclusive) listed below:

The Bonds maturing on March 1, 2002, and March 1, 2007 are subject to mandatory 
redemption in part, prior to maturity, in the order of maturity, and by lot within a 
maturity, at par together with accrued interest to the redemption date, on the dates and 
in the amounts and in the order specified in the Resolution. 

Any redemption of Bonds is required to be made upon notice of redemption given by 
mailing a notice by first class mail, postage prepaid, not less than thirty (30) nor more 
than sixty (60) days prior to the redemption date to the registered owners of Bonds to be 
redeemed at the addresses which appear in the Bond Register, maintained by the Paying 
Agent as Registrar (the "Registrar"). Neither failure to mail such notice nor any defect 
in the notice so mailed or in the mailing thereof with respect to any one Bond will affect 
the validity of the proceedings for the redemption of any other Bond. If the City shall 
have duly given notice of redemption and shall have deposited with the Paying Agent 
funds for the payment of the redemption price of the Bonds so called for redemption with 
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accrued interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption, interest on such bonds will 
cease to accrue after such redemption date. 

In addition, a copy of each redemption notice shall be mailed to Moody's Investors 
Service, Inc., Standard & Poor's Corporation, and The Bond Buyer, all of New York, New 
York, or their successors, provided such corporations or their successors are in existence 
and furnishing municipal investment information. Failure to mail such notices or any 
defects therein, shall not affect the validity of the proceedings for the redemption of the 
Bonds. 

If notice of redemption shall have been duly published and the City, on or before 
the redemption date, shall have provided funds for the payment of the principal of the 
Bonds so called for redemption and interest thereon to the date of redemption, interest 
on such Bonds shall cease to accrue after said redemption date. 

Reference is hereby made to the Resolution and the Act for a complete statement 
of the rights and limitations of rights of the owners of the Bonds, to all of which the 
owner hereof by acceptance of this Bond assents.

The City and the Paying Agent may treat and consider 
the person in whose name this Bond is registered as the holder and absolute owner hereof 
for the purpose of receiving payment of, or on account of, the principal or redemption 
price hereof and interest due hereon and for all purposes whatsoever. 

No covenant or agreement contained in this Bond or the Resolution shall be deemed 
to be a covenant or agreement of any member, officer, agent or employee of the City in 
his individual capacity, and no official executing this Bond shall be liable personally on 
this Bond or be subject to any personal liability or accountability by reason of the 
issuance of this Bond. 

The proceedings authorizing the issuance of the Bonds have been duly approved by 
the Department of Community Affairs of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and all 
other actions have been duly taken and conditions have been fulfilled which are requisite 
in connection with the issuance of this Bond, and in the creation of the debt of which this 
Bond is evidence. The debt represented by this Bond, together with all other 
nonelectoral debt of the City, as defined in the Act, is not in excess of any constitutional 
or statutory limitation. The City has covenanted in the Resolution to include in each 
annual budget of the City amounts sufficient to pay debt service on the Bonds when due, 
to make annual appropriations of such amounts and to pay said debt service in full when 
due. The City has also covenanted in the Resolution to make no use of the proceeds of 
the Bonds which would make the Bonds "arbitrage bonds" as defined in the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, or any rule or regulation thereunder. The full faith, 
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credit and taxing power of the City are hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and 
full payment of all the obligations of this Bond and fulfillment of the covenants in the 
Resolution. 


The Bonds are also insured by Financial Guaranty Insurance Company in accordance 
with the Municipal Bond New Issue Insurance Policy issued by the Financial Guaranty 
Insurance Company.

(ii) $22,152,000 of Guarantees of related 
obligations of the Stadium Authority of 
the City of Pittsburgh; authorizing and 
directing the proper officers of the City 
(A) to prepare, to certify and to file the 
debt statement required by Section 410 
of the Pennsylvania Local Government 
Unit Debt Act; and (B) to execute, to 
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attest and to deliver, as appropriate, a 
Guaranty Agreement between the City 
and said Authority; approving the form 
of said Guaranty Agreement; specifying 
the maximum, amounts of the Guaranty 
Obligations of the City pursuant to said 
Guaranty Agreement and the sources of 
payment of such Guaranty Obligations 
and pledging the full faith, credit and 
taxing power of the City in support 
thereof; providing for proper officers of 
the City to take all other required, 
necessary or desirable related action in 
connection with said project and said 
Guaranty Agreement; providing for the 
effectiveness of this Resolution; 
providing for the severability of 
provisions of this Resolution; and 
providing for repeal of all inconsistent 
Resolutions or parts of Resolutions. 

WHEREAS, the Stadium Authority 
of the City of Pittsburgh, Allegheny 
County, Pennsylvania, (the "Authority"), 
an authority organized and existing under 
the Public Auditorium Authorities Law, 
the Act of July 29, 1953, P.L. 1034, as 
amended, 53 P.S. Subsection 23841 et 
seq. (the "Act"), has determined to 
undertake the legal defeasance of its 
Stadium Bonds, Series A of which 
$30,725,000, principal amount, are 
outstanding and its Guaranteed Stadium 
Revenue Bonds, Series B of which 
$6,285,000 principal amount, are 
outstanding (collectively the "Prior 
Debt") with the proceeds from the sale 
of $32,405,000 aggregate principal 
amount, Stadium Authority of the City 
of Pitts bur gh, Guaranteed Stadium 
Refunding Bonds, Series 1985 (the "series 
1985 Bonds"); and 

WHEREAS, the $31,702,286.75 of 
the proceeds of the Series 1985 Bonds, 
together with other available funds, will 
be used for 0) the legal defeasance of 
the Prior Debt in order to eliminate 
covenants applicable to such Prior Debt 
which the Authority has determined to 


be unduly restrictive in carrying out its 
public purposes and the payment of the 
costs of issuance of the Series 1985 
Bonds and other costs related to the 
financing; and 

WHEREAS, in order to insure the 
marketability of the Series 1985 Bonds, 
the City of Pittsburgh (the "City") 
desires to amend the Articles of 
Agreement dated July 1, 1965, as 

amended April 1, 1968 and December 1, 
1969 and as amended and restated by the 
Amen dment and Restat ement of Articles 
of Agreement, dated as of December 1, 
1982 with the Authority (the foregoing, 
together with the Amendment dated as 
of December 1, 1985, the "Guaranty 
Agreement") to p-ovide for the 
guarantee of the payment of principal of 
and interest on the Series 1985 Bonds, as 
well as certain other obligations of the 
Authority not to exceed the amount of 
$852,000 per year for a period of 26 
years, commencing January 1, 1986 and 
ending December 31, 2011, which will 
have to be incurred by the Authority in 
connection with the Project in order to 
reasonable assure the viable operation of 
the Stadium and the redevelopment 
programs related thereto (the "Related 
Obligations" and together with the 
guarantee of the Series of 1985 Bonds 
(the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, by entering into the 
Guaranty Agreement, the City will be 
incurring lease rental debt pursuant to 
the Local Government Unit Debt Act, 
the Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, as re¬ 
enacted and amended, 53 P.L. Subsection 
6780-1 et seq. (the "Debt Act"). 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
ENACTED AND ORDAINED, by the City 
Council, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by authority of same, as follows: 
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1. The City determines to incur 
lease rentall debt for the purpose of 
assisting the Authority in carrying out 
the purposes of the Authorities Act by 
entering into the Guaranty Agreement. 

2. Such debt shall be in the 

maximum principal amount of 

$54,557,000 representing the aggregate 
principal amount of the Series 1985 

Bonds and the Related Obligations and 
shall be secured by, inter alia, the 
guaranty obligations of the City pursuant 
to the Guaranty Agreement. 

3. The City, as guarantor, shall 

enter into the Guaranty Agreement, 
substantially in the form referred to in 
Paragraph 5, with the Authority under 
the terms and provisions of which the 
City shall guarantee, unconditionally, for 
the benefit of registered owners, from 
time to time, of the Series 1985 Bonds, 
full and prompt payment of the 
outstanding principal of, the premium, if 
any, and interest on the Series 1985 

Bonds, as such shall be due and payable 
with respect to the Series 1985 bonds and 
the Related Obligations. The Guaranty 
Agreement shall be for the life of the 
Series 1985 Bonds and shall set forth 
terms, conditions, provisions, covenants 
and agreements to be observed by the 
City and the Authority. 

4. The City shall covenant and 
agree in the Guaranty Agreement and 
does hereby covenant and agree with the 
registered owners, from time to time, of 
the Series 1985 Bonds and the Authority 
that the City: (i) shall include the 
amounts payable in respect of its 
guaranty pursuant to the Guaranty 
Agreement for each fiscal year in which 
such sums are payable in its budget for 
that year; (ii) shall appropriate such 
amounts from its tax and other general 
revenues for the payment of such 
guaranty; and (iii) shall duly and 
punctually pay or cause to be paid from 


any of its revenues or funds the amounts 
payable in respect of such guaranty, at 
the dates and places and in the manner 
stated in the Guaranty Agreement 
according to the true intent and meaning 
thereof; and, for such budgeting, 
appropriation and payment in respect of 
such guaranty, the City shall and does 
pledge its full faith, credit and taxing 
power. This covenant shall be 
enforceable specifically. 

5. The Guaranty Agreement shall 
provide that the Authority may sell the 
Stadium so long as it may lease back the 
Stadium or repurchase the Stadium in 
order to satisfy all of its contractural 
obligations to the lessors of the Stadium 
and the City. However, any such funds 
received from the sale of the Stadium 
must be used to reimburse the City 
pursuant to Section B.5 of the Articles 
dated July 1, 1965, as amended, and the 
Eleventh Paragraph of the Amendments 
dated December 1, 1982 for past and 
future annual grants. The proceeds 
received by the City under this provision 
shall be used by the City to make an 
economic development grant to the 
Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh. Any prepayment of future 
grants shall be recorded on the books and 
records of the City as such but not 
placed in any segregated account and the 
Authority must be given proper credit 
during each and every year that a grant 
is made by the City which has been 
prepaid previously by the Authority. The 
Guaranty Agreement shall be 
substantially in the form presented to 
this meeting, which form is approved; 
and a copy of the Guaranty Agreement, 
in the form so presented to this meeting 
and so approved, shall be filed with the 
City Clerk and shall be made available 
for inspection at reasonable times by 
interested persons requesting such 
inspection. 

6. The Mayor, the City Controller, 
the City Clerk or Deputy City Clerk, the 
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Finance Director or other proper officer 
of the City are hereby authorized and 
directed to prepare, to certify and to file 
the debt statement and the borrowing 
base certificate required by Section 410 
of the Debt Act, on behalf of the City. 

7. The Mayor and the City Clerk 
are authorized and directed to execute, 
to attest and to deliver the Guaranty 
Agreement, on behalf of the City, 
substantially in the form approved in 
Paragraph 5 hereof; subject, however, to 
applicable provisions of the Debt Act. 

8. The Mayor, the City Controller 
or Deputy Controller, the City Clerk or 
other proper oEficer of the City are 
authorized and directed to make 
application to the Department of 
Community Affairs of the 
Commonwealth (the "Department") for 
approval with respect to the Guaranty 
Agreement, as required by Section 411(b) 
of the Debt Act; and, in connection with 
such application, the City shall pay or 
shall cause to be paid to the Department 
the filing fee as required by Section 803 
of the Debt Act, the payment of which 
filing fee is authorized and approved. 

Such officers of the City are

providing for repeal of all inconsistent 
Resolutions or parts of Resolutions. 

WHEREAS, the Public Auditorium 
Authority of the City of Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny County, (the "Authority"), is a 
public body, politic and corporate, 
exercising public powers of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania as an 
agency thereof, duly organized and 
existing under the provisions of the 
Public Auditorium Authorities Law of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
approved July 29, 1953, P.L. 1034, as 
amended, having been duly organized by 
the City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania (the 
"City"), and County of Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania (the "County"); and 

WHEREAS, the Authority is 
authorized by law, among other things, 
to acquire, hold, construct, improve, 
maintain and operate, own, lease, either 
in the capacity of lessor or lessee, public 
auditoriums, and to borrow money, to 
make and issue negotiable notes, bonds, 
refunding bonds and other evidences of 
indebtedness or obligations of the 
Authority, and to secure the payment 
thereof or any part thereof by pledge or 
deed of trust of all or any of its revenues 
and receipts and to make such 
agreements with the purchasers or 
holders thereof or with others in 
connection therewith as the Authority 
shall deem advisable, and in general, to 
provide for the security thereof and the 
rights of the holders thereof; and 


WHEREAS, the City and County 
have determined that the renovation of 
the Civic Arena is necessary to benefit 
the people of the City and County and of 
the Commonwealth by, among other 
things, increasing their commerce and 
prosperity and promoting their 
educational, cultural, physical, civic, 
social and moral welfare; and 

WHEREAS, the City and County 
requested the Authority to undertake the 
renovation of the Civic Arena; and 

WHEREAS, in order to obtain the 
Funds necessary to renovate the Civic 
Arena, the Authority has authorized the 
issuance of a series of bonds to be 
designated "Public Auditorium Authority 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny County 
(Pennsylvania) Auditorium Bonds, Civic 
Arena Project, Series E 1985 (herein 
called the "Series E 1985 Bonds"), 
limited in aggregate principal amount to 
Twelve Million Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($12,020,000) which shall be fully 
registered Series E 1985 Bonds and to 
contain such terms and provisions as 
contained in the Indenture of Trust 
between the Authority and Pittsburgh 
National Bank, as trustee, (the "Trustee") 
dated as of December 1, 1985 (the 
"Indenture"); and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
desires to further the purposes of the 
Authority by entering into a Supporting 
Agreement with regard to the 
Authority's Series E 1985 Bonds; and _a 
Supporting Agreement • relating to 
operating expenses of the Civic Arena 

(collectively, _the_ Supporting 

Agreements"); and 

WHEREAS, by entering into the 
Supporting Agreement with regard to the 
Series E 1985 Bonds, the City will be 
incurring lease rental debt pursuant to 
the Local Government Unit Debt Act, 
the Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, as re- 



enacted and amended, 53 P.L. subsection 
6780-1 et seq. (the "Debt Act"); and 

WHEREAS, the notice of the 
following Resolution has been duly 
advertised in accordance with Section 
103 of the Debt Act. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
ENACTED AND ORDAINED, by the City 
Council, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by authority of same, as follows: 

1. The City determines to incur 
lease rental debt for the purpose of 
assisting the Authority in carrying out 
the purposes of the Authorities Act by 
entering into the Supporting Agreement 
with regard to the Series E 1985 Bonds. 

2. Such debt shall be one-half of 
the maximum debt service principal 
amount of as set forth on Exhibit "A" 
representing one-half of the principal 
and maximum interest on the Series E 
1985 Bonds and shall be secured by, inter 
alia, the support obligations of the City 
pursuant to such Supporting Agreement. 

3. The City shall enter into such 
Supporting Agreement, substantially in 
the form referred to in Paragraph 5, with 
the Authority under the terms and 
provisions of which the City shall provide 
unconditionally, for the benefit of 
registered owners, from time to time, of 
the Series E 1985 Bonds, full and prompt 
payment of the outstanding principal of, 
the premium, if any, and interest on the 
Series E 1985 Bonds, as such shall be due 
and payable with respect to the Series E 
1985. The Supporting Agreement shall 
be for the life of the Series E 1985 Bonds 
and shall set forth terms, conditions, 
provisions, covenants and agreements to 
be observed by the City and the 
Authority. 

4. The City shall covenant and 
agree in the Supporting Agreement and 


does hereby covenant and agree with the 
registered owners, from time to time, of 
the Series E 1985 Bonds and the 
Authority that the City: (i) shall include 
the amounts payable in respect of its 
support pursuant to the Supporting 
Agreement for each fiscal year in which 
such sums are payable in its budget for 
that year; (ii) shall appropriate such 
amounts from its tax and other general 
revenues for the payment of such 
amounts; and (iii) shall duly and 
punctually pay or cause to be paid from 
any of its revenues or funds the amounts 
payable in respect of such amounts, at 
the dates and places and in the manner 
stated in the Supporting Agreement 
according to the true intent and meaning 
thereof; and, for such budgeting, 
appropriation and payment in respect of 
such amounts, the City shall and does 
pledge its full faith, credit and taxing 
power. This covenant shall be 
enforceable specifically. 

5. The City shall covenant and 
agree in the Supporting Agreements does 
hereby convenant and agree with the 
registered owners, from time to time, of 
the Series E 1985 Bonds and the 
Authority that the City: (i) shall include 
the amounts payable in respect of its 
support for debt service on the Series E 
1985 Bonds as set forth in Exhibit "A" 
pursuant to teh Supporting Agreement 
for each fiscal year in which such sums 
sure payable in its budget for that year; 
(ii) shall appropriate such amounts from 
its tax and other general revenues for 
the payment of such amounts; and (iii) 
shall duly and punctually pay or cause to 
be paid from any of its revenues or funds 
the amounts payable in respect of such 
amount, at its dates and places and in 
the manner stated in the Supporting 
Agreements according to the true intent 
and meaning thereof; and for such 
budgeting, apropriation and payment in 
respect of such amounts, the City shall 
and does pledge its full faith, credit and 
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taxing power. This convenant shall be 
enforceable specifically. 

6. The Supoorting Agreements^ shall 
not be executed by the Mayor until the 
County of Allegheny shall have enacted 
an Ordinance authorizing the execution 
and delivery of the said Supporting 
Agreements. In addition, the Supporting 
Agreement shall not be delivered to the 
Authority until and unless it has been 
executed by the appropriate officers of 
the County. The Supporting Agree mentis 
shall be substantially in the form 
presented to this meeting which form is 
approved; and a copy of the Supporting 
Agreements, in the form so presented to 
this meeting and so approved, shall be 
filed with the City Clerk and shall be 
made available for inspection at 
reasonable times by interested persons 
requested such inspection. 

7. The Mayor, the City 
Controller, the City Clerk or Deputy 
City Clerk, the Finance Director or 
other proper officer of the City are 
hereby authorized and directed to 
prepare, to certify and to file the debt 
statement and the borrowing base 
certificate required by Section 410 of 
the Debt Act, on behalf of the City. 

8. The Mayor and the City Clerk 
are authorized and directed to execute, 
to attest and to deliver the Supporting 
Agreement, on behalf of the City, 
substantially in the form approved in 
Paragraph 5 hereof; subject, however, to 
applicable provisions of the Debt Act. 

9. The Mayor, the City 
Controller or Deputy Controller, the 
City Clerk or other proper officer of the 
City are authorized and directed to make 
application to the Department of 
Community Affairs of the 
Commonwealth (the "Department") for 
approval with respect to the Supporting 
Agreement, as required by Section 411(b) 


of the Debt Act; and, in connection with 
such application, the City shall pay or 
shall cause to be paid to the Department 
the filing fee as required by Section 803 
of the De~bt Act, the payment of which 
filing fee is authorized and approved. 

Such officers of the City are 
authorized to take other required, 
necessary and/or appropriate action 
including, if necessary and/or 
appropriate, the preparation and filing of 
any statements required by Article II of 
the Debt Act that are necessary to 
qualify all or a portion of the debt of the 
City that is subject to exclusion from the 
appropriate debt limits of the City for 
exclusion from the appropriate debt 
limits. 

10. The supporting obligations of 
the City as set forth in the Supporting 
Agreement in the form referred to in 
Paragraph 5 shall be payable, if and as 
necessary, as set forth in Exhibit A 
which is attached hereto and made part 
hereof. 

11. The supporting obligations of 
the City, as set forth in the Supporting 
Agreements in the form referred to in 
Paragraph 5, shall be payable from the 
current revenues of the City. 

12. Proper officers of the City are 
authorized and directed to execute all 
documents and to do all other acts as 
may be necessary and proper to carry out 
the intent and purpose of this Ordinance 
and the undertakings of the City under 
the Supporting Agreements. 

13. Proper officers of the City are 
authorized and directed to approve the 
Amendment to the Sublease between the 
Authority and the Civic Arena 
Corporation. 

14. Reference in this Resolution 
to specified officers of the City shall 
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include and shall be construed to include, 
if and as applicable, their respective 
successors in office. 

15. This Resolution shall become 
effective in accordance with provisions 
of the Debt Act. 

16. In the event any provision, 
section, sentence, clause or part of this 
Resolution shall be held to be invalid, 
such invalidity shall not affect or impair 
any remaining provision, section, 
sentence, clause or part of this 
Resolution, it being the intent of the 
City that such remainder shall be and 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

17. Any Resolution or Ordinance 
or part thereof conflicting with the 
provisions of this Resolution is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Resolution.

streetscape improvements. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE

l. Rules for Distribution of Benefits. 
The following rules shall govern 
distribution of benefits. 

(a) Notwithstadning any other 

provisions of the Pension

interest in the Pension Fund 
no later than the April 1 of 
the calendar year following:

life of the member; (ii) the 
life of the member and his 
spouse • or beneficiary, 
whichever is applicable; (iii) 
a period certain not 
exceeding the member's life 
expectancy; or (iv) a period 
certain not exceeding the 
joint life expectancy of the 
member and his spouse or 
beneficiary, whichever is 
applicable.

by the Secretary of the

beginning at the same age

RESOLUTION—Making Appropriations to pay the expenses of conducting the Public Business of the City of Pittsburgh and 
for meeting the debt charges thereof for the Fiscal Year, beginning January 1, 1986. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the Revenues of said City derived from taxes and other sources for the Fiscal Year beginning January 1, 
1986 and ending December 31, 1986 including therein cash surplus on hand at the close of Business on December 31, 1985, 
are hereby appropriated in the General Fund the sum of $275,580,810.00, an additional $11,000,000.00 Police and Fire 
Salaries, to be paid from Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, making a total Budget of $286,580,810.00, to pay the expenses of 
conducting the Public Business of the City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof during the said period 
beginning January 1, 1986 and ending December 31, 1986 as well as all encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1986 for 
which services have not actually been rendered, or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1985 and so reported to the City Controller. Said encumbrances shall be charged to the proper Appropriation 
Accounts against which encumbrances have been originally charged, and all unexpended balances of Appropriations 
remaining open upon the books of the City Controller at the close of the Fiscal Year 1985, shall be and the same are hereby 
ordered to be cancelled except such amounts as shall be required for payments for salaries and wages earned, services 
actually rendered or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to December 31, 1985 and so reported to the 
City Controller, or such amounts as shall be directed to be carried over to the Fiscal Year 1986 by Resolution or Ordinance 
of Council. 
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SECTION Z. No liability shall be incurred against any appropriation item in excess of the unencumbered balance thereof, 
and said appropriation item shall be administered subject to and in conformity with the following terms and conditions: 

A. Data required for preparation of Payrolls shall be submitted to the City Treasurer 
in such form, and at such time as he may prescribe; this data to include records of 
employment, time worked, whether compensation is based upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or upon a monthly or annual salary basis, and such 
other records or reports with reference to personal service as may be required. 

B. Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Treasurer upon the basis of such records 

or reports, and submitted by him to the respective Directors or Heads of Department 
or offices for approval and certification in such form as he may prescribe. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be incurred by any department of the City Government other than for Salaries or Wages, or 
for necessary expenses of employees when engaged upon City Business, except through the issue of an order, stating the 
service to be rendered, work performed or supplies, materials or equipment to be furnished together with the estimated 
cost of the same. 
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The Director of the Department of General Services is hereby authorized and directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department, all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and machinery for such department; provided, 
however, that no requisition of any department shall be filled by the Director of the Department of General Services in 
excess of the unencumbered balance of the Appropriation properly chargeable, and that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department of General Services or by the head of any other Department of the City Government, until it 
has been approved by the City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Director of the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent of deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may, by Resolution of the Finance Committee from time to time, restrict expenditures from the 
Appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures and the periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by Resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel in whole or in part any unencumbered balance of any 
said Appropriations. 

SECTION 5. For purposes of Administration and Accounting Control, the Code Numbers indicated herein shall be 
considered as part of the Appropriation titles. 
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The Council of the City of Pittsburgh conaiata of nine members elected at large to nerve a term of four 
years. It ia the City's legialative body and ia divided into nine oommitteea which include. Finance, Publlo 
Works, Planning, Housing and Development, General Services, Water, Parka and Reoreatlon, Publlo Safety, 
Engineering and Construotlon, and Hearings. Each committee has its ohalrperaon appointed by the President of 
Council, and the President la elected by the members of Counoil. In addition to the regular oommitteea of 
Council, sub-oommittees are appointed by the President aa business coming before Counoil necessitates. 
Members are also appointed to Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, Buhl Planetarium, and the Zoologioal Commission 
of Pittsburgh. 

City Council's regular meetings are held twice weekly—Monday and Wednesday. The legislative session ia 
held on Monday for presentation and final aotion on matters governing the City of Pittsburgh. Standing 
committees of Council meet on Wednesday to deliberate aotion on bills that have been presented in the Monday 
meetings. Publlo hearings are held on proposed legislation and investigations are made of oomplaints and 
problems that the oitizens of the City bring to Council's attention. 

Council makes the laws governing the City of Pittsburgh; appropriates the money for the operation of the 
City; approves Mayoral appointments; reviews the proposed Operating, Capital Improvement and Salary Budgets, 
as submitted by the Mayor, and enacts enabling legislation; regulates revenues and expenditures; inours debt; 
and carries out its duties as established by the Home Rule Charter and state laws. 

Counoll has a staff inoluding the Budget Controller's Offioe under the direction of the City Clerk. The 
City Clerk is elected by the members of City Counoil, and is responsible for the due, proper and faithful 
performance of all ratters and things done and performed for th« operation of City Council.

These oourts 
are responsible for adjudioating oases involving violations of various state laws and looal ordinances. 
These oases are heard by Magistrates who are appointed for fixed terns by the Mayor, with the approval of 
City Counoil. 

City Court hears all orlminal natters proseouted by the Pittsburgh Police Department, inoluding arraign¬ 
ments and preliminary hearings in felony and misdemeanor oases, and trials involving summary offenses under 
the Pennsylvania Crimes Code and Pittsburgh Ordlnanoes. 

Traffio Court is responsible for adjudioating all violations oited under the Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle 
Code and Pittsburgh Parking Ordinances. 

Housing Court hears oases involving violations of various laws relating to housing, health, and safety, 
including Pittsburgh's Building Code, Zoning Code and Fire Prevention Code, and the Allegheny County Health 
Code. The Housing Court oversees the work of the Housing Clinic wbioh serves as the investigative and proba¬ 
tion arm of the Court.

The Commission on Hqman Relations administers the Clty'a fair praotioea proviaiona of the City Code whioh 
make it unlawful to diaoriminate on the baaia of raoe, oolor, religion, ancestry, national origin or plaoe of 
birth, sex, and non-Job related handicaps or disability in employment, housing and public accommodations. 
Such oomplalnta are designated aa “formal" and may be filed by an individual or organization claiming to be 
aggrieved by an alleged discriminatory aot. The Commission may also Initiate complaints in its own name. 

Formal oomplalnta are investigated by the staff and reported to the Commission for decisions. Where 
discrimination is found to exist, attempts are made to seek a satisfactory adjustment by voluntary concilia¬ 
tion. When conciliation fails, the Commission may hold public hearings, lsaue orders and otherwise seek 
legal enforcement of its decisions. 

In addition to formal oomplalnta, the Commission is mandated to study and investigate conditions having 
an adverse effeot on intergroup relations in the City of Pittsburgh. Accordingly, the Commission maintains 
projects in community relations to attempt settlement of disputes or problems involving prejudice, intoler¬ 
ance or intergroup tension. 

The Contraot Compliance Specialist, by Executive Order of the Hayor, coordinates activities to assure 
minority business participation in construction oontraots let by the City. This prooeas lnoludes pre-award 
and post-award compliance monitoring. 

Commission members and staff participate in speaking engagements and similar publio information and teoh- 
nioal assistance activities to effeotuate the goals of the Human Relations Ordinance. 

As part of its work in fair practices oomplalnta, the Commission oooperatea with the federal agenalea 
having concurrent Jurisdiction, namely the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development.

The City Controller is an eleoted offioial serving a four-year tern. 

The Controller'o duties lnalude audits of all units of the City government; auditing preliminary accounts 
of oaopalgn contributions and expenses in oonneotion with every election to City offioe; approving the form 
of accounting; countersigning all oontraota and agreenents; ensuring that no appropriation is overdrawn; 
keeping separate appropriation accounts; and preparing monthly, quarterly and annual reports on revenues, 
expenditures, debt and the City's financial condition. 

The City Controller is also the Controller for the Board of Education, Secretary of the Sinking Fund 
Commission and a Director of each of the City's three Pension Funds. 


SINKING FUND COMMISSION 


The Sinking Fund Commission consists of five persons appointed by the Mayor and approved by City 
Counoil. The Commission is responsible for overseeing the repayment of the City's debt. If there are funds 
available, the Commission oan reduoe the requested appropriation from the City's General Fund. The staff of 
the Commission is provided by the Department of City Controller.

The Department of Finance ia headed by the Director of Finance who is appointed by the Mayor. The 
Department is responsible for all financial affairs of the City which are given to the Administration by the 
Home Rule Charter. 

Within the Department of Finance is the Treasury Division which serves the City and School Distriot of 
Pittsburgh. The Treasury Division bills and receives all revenues due the City and Sohool District and 
reports all funds to the City and School Controller. These functions are performed by the Business Tax, Wage 
and Occupation Tax, and Real Estate Tax sections. These sections are assisted by the Audit and Investigation 
and Accounts Receivable sections who enforce compliance with the City's tax laws and collect delinquent 
accounts. The Three Taxing Bodies section maintains and disposes of property owned by the City of 
Pittsburgh, County of Allegheny and School District of Pittsburgh. 

The Department of Finance invests all City funds to maximize interest earnings on available cash and 
manages the debt of the City. The Department also serves as the payroll office for all City employees and 
administers the fringe benefit program. The Budget and Research Office monitors the capital and operating 
budgets and serves as staff to the Mayor in the preparation of the operating budget. 

The Payroll and Employee Benefits Division administers a safety program designed to promote employee 
safety through education, participation, training, equipment, preparation and awareness.

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DEPARTMENT OF LAW 


The Department of Law acts as attorney for the City and its officials. Headed by the City Solioltor, who 
supervises a staff of attorneys, investigators, stenographers and clerks, the Department renders legal 
opinions and advice to the Mayor, City Council and the various City Departments. 

The Law Department represents the City in court actions involving damage claims against the City and in 
other actions, including the defense of ordinances against allegation of unoonstitutionality; civil rights 
actions; suits for collection of taxes; enforcement of such ordinances as the Zoning, Building and Traffic 
Codes; damage claims by the City against persons who have damaged City property or equipment; eminent domain 
oases dealing with the taking of property for publia purposes; and intervention In tax assessment matters to 
help Insure fair valuation of taxable real estate. The Department participates in Worker's Compensation and 
Civil Service oases, as well as police and fire trial boards. 

The Law Department represents the interest of Pittsburgh citizens in proceedings before such regulatory 
agenoies as the Publio Utility Commission and the Hilk Marketing Board, by seeking to proteot the City and 
its citizens against excessive gas and electric utility rates and milk prloes. The Department has opposed 
efforts by railroads to reduce essential service to the City. 

Through its Claims Division, the Department processes olalms and recommends payment or settlement in 
proper cases. The Law Department is responsible for the filing and revival of liens and for the drafting or 
approval of proposed ordinances, resolutions, deeds, leases, contracts, legal pleadings and briefs.

The Department of Personnel and Civil Service consists of four functional divisions, eaoh with a apeolflo 
area of responsibility and together serving the personnel needs of employees and the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

The Division of Boployment Development inoludes the Civil Servloe Commission and has responsibility for 
recruitment, BEO reporting, Affirmative Action, investigations, record maintenance, physioal examinations, 
test preparation and administration, and job analysis. This Division is responsible for the implementation 
of personnel programs and polloles. This Division also insures that the City complies with all local, state, 
and federal legislation and oourt decisions regarding employment praotloea. The Division of Employment 
Development administers these personnel functions for all applicants for employment and all ourrent 
employees. 

The Division of Organization Planning and Researob is responsible for the research, design and implemen¬ 
tation of personnel programs, suoh as pay and olassifloation, the ^ployee Assistance Program, the frployee 
Handbook, employee orientation, performance evaluation, human resource utilization, employee benefits (i.e., 
deferred compensation) and administration of unemployment compensation. This Division is responsible for the 
design and implementation of broad training programs suoh as the Hew Employee Orientation Program and 
Exeoutive/Hanagement training programs. This Division compiles and analyzes statistical data and other 
information for wage surveys, personnel reaearoh, labor negotiations and arbitration. This Division is also 
oharged with developing various personnel polloles and procedures and serves as staff to the Personnel 
Appeals Board. 

The Division of Employment and Training Grant Administration is responsible for providing training and 
employment to unemployed residents of the City of Pittsburgh through federally funded employment and training 
programs. This inoludes the planning, development, and administration of the JTPA-I program, all training, 
employability development, on-the-job training, placement and Job development. This Division is responsible 
for the preparation of proposals and plans for federal funding, insuring oompllanoe yitb federal laws and 
regulations, fiscal oontrol and auditing, oolleotion, maintenance and reporting of statistical data, nego¬ 
tiating contracts, and monitoring the employment and training activities. 

The Division of Labor Relations is responsible for all labor negotiations and oontraot administration for 
the seven collective bargaining units and the two meet and dlaouss units in the City.

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DEPARTMENT OF CITY PLANNING 


The Department of City Planning functions under a nine-member City Planning Coaniaalon appointed by the 
Hayor. Planning Commissioners serve without pay for six-year staggered teras. The aaln funotion of the 
Department of City Planning is to sake recommendations to the Hayor and Counoll on the allooation of 
resouroes to promote the orderly development and redevelopment of the City. The resouroes whiob the 
Department deals with include private land, whiob is controlled through zoning and subdivision regulations, 
and public funds for physical construction, whioh are controlled through the Capital Program. 

The Commission is required by law to prepare and adopt a Master Plan. This requirement is met through 
the annual publication of a Six-Year Development Program, whioh oombinea in a single dooument the long-range 
plans for the City, the ourrent policies and programs for implementing those plans, and a recommended 
Six-Year Capital Program of speoifio projects. In addition to the Six-Year Development Program, the 
Department also assists the Hayor in the preparation of an annual Capital Budget and the Community 
Development Program. 

To fulfill its comprehensive planning responsibilities, the Department undertakes planning studies in 
various functional areas, including: bousing, environment, transportation, recreation, and eoonomio 
development. This work inoludes liaison with other City and governmental agenolea and the monitoring of 
consultant studies. The Department also has been responsible for the development, administration, 
monitoring, and evaluation of the Community Development Blook Grant Program. 

The Department has responsibility for administering the Zoning Ordinance and sub-division regulations. 
Development proposals requiring zoning ohanges are reviewed by the planning staff and reoommendatlons are 
made to the Planning Commission for its consideration. Variances, special exceptions, and interpretations of 
the Zoning Ordinance are made by the Board of Adjustment, a three member board appointed by the Mayor with 
the approval of City Counoll. The 19B5 Budget proposes that the staff of the Board of Adjustment be oomblned 
with the Department of City Planning to Improve coordination and formalize the relationship between the 
Department and the Board. 

The Department provides an ongoing meohanlsm for community participation through its community planning 
program. A professional planner is assigned on a full-time basis to each of a number of the large 
residential districts within the City. This planner serves as prime liaison between the local community and 
the City Planning Department, as teohnioal assistant to looal neighborhood groups, and as development 
coordinator and expeditor of publlo activities within the community. This mechanism has permitted community 
groups and individuals to have a voice in the most important reoommendatlons made by the City Planning 
Commission, including those on the Capital Budget and on the Community Development Blook Grant Program.

The Department seeks to acquire the needed gooda and aervloea at the loueat ooat 
compatible with high atandarda of quality through the prooeaa of competitive bidding for all City purohaaea 
and rentala. The Department reviewa departmental purohaaea in order to standardize the gooda aaqulred to 
permit bulk purohaaea. 

The Bureau of Fleet Management operates two garage facilities and maintains the City's fleet of over 
1,200 vehloles. Additionally, the Bureau la responsible for City towing aotlvlties, as well as fueling the 
fleet. The Department provides instructional driver training for all City employees. The City's Motor Pool 
is alao operated by the Department of General Servloea and coordinates the availability of City vehloles for 
uae on City business. 

The Radio Shop provides 2t-bour maintenance of all the City*a polioe, fire, and emergency medloal radio 
oommunioatlon equipment. The communications system utilized for all interoffice City calls is coordinated 
through the Radio Shop, which is responsible for all billings on that system. 

The print Shop performs the various duplicating, lithographing, and printing servloea required by the 
City. 

The Uarebouae Section maintains an inventory of over 150 offioe supplies items to be used by the varioua 
City departmenta. The Warehouse also manages the surplus program and maintains the City's Inventory oontrol 
program. 

The Bureau of Repairs and Operating Maintenance is responsible for repairs, alterations, and maintenance 
of City facilities and it provides housekeeping and ouatodial services to the City-County Building, Publlo 
Safety Building, and Polioe Stations.

The Vaoant Lot Maintenanoe Division oleans and removes solid wastes from vaoant City-owned lots and 
hillsides, in addition to outting down weeds and grass. 

The Animal Control Division Is responsible for the enforcement of the ordinances governing the City's 
animal population and animal owners. 

The Rodent Control Division has the responsibility of advising the general public on the connection 
between a neglected environment and rodent Infestations, along with monitoring the publio's oonpllanoe with 
the City's Code of Ordlnanoea governing solid waste management. In addition, the Rodent Control Division 
provides for the placement of rodentloldes. 

These four divisions constitute the major functions pf the Environmental Servloes Department, thus 
reflecting its purpose: striving for a olean and healthy environment. With the pooperatlon of the oitlsens 
of Pittsburgh, the Department la oonstantly seeking ways to Improve its servloes and be a better asset to the 
City and its people.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


Organizationally, the Department of Public Safety consists of a Director, Deputy Director 
and four operational branohes — Administration, Polioe, Fire and Emergency Medical Servioes. 

Together, the department strives to meet the publio safety needs of our community. 

The Deputy Director is responsible for the overall efficiency and effectiveness of the 
four operational branches. The Deputy Direotor will also act as an ombudsman within the department to ensure 
that all employees are given the opportunity to provide input towards the positive development of the 
department, and the delivery of quality servioes to the publio. In order to accomplish these goals, the 
Deputy Direotor will be supported by two major units; the Offioe of Professional 

Responsibility and the Inspection Unit. The Offioe of Professional Responsibility (OPR) will investigate 
complaints and allegations of raisoonduot against Publio Safety Department employees and reoommend corrective 
aotion as required. In addition, the OPR will screen and review all candidates for employment in the 
department. The Inspection Unit will ensure that all department rules, regulations and procedural orders are 
fully Implemented as they pertain to the delivery of servioes. 

The Administration Bureau includes three divisions and is responsible for coordinating many 
Department-wide activities. The Division of Research and Evaluation is responsible for planning activities, 
including City-wide disaster preparedness, and the administrative activities of the department. The Division 
of Co mmu nication Services oversees the 911 community access system and all Departmental radio and dispatch 
operations. The Division of Training and Education is responsible for all departmental training, and the 
coordination of public and community education programs. 

The Polioe Bureau is responsible for the protection of life and property, the enforcement of criminal and 
traffic laws, the prevention of crimes, the preservation of the public peace and the apprehension of 
criminals. The Division of Operations and Investigations is responsible for the operation of police 
districts throughout the City, the control of vehicular traffic and the enforcement of laws and ordinances. 
This Division is also responsible for criminal investigations and missing persons. The Division of Support 
Services supports day-to-day operations specific to the Police Bureau, such as the processing and detention 
of prisoners. 

The Fire Bureau is responsible for the provision of fire prevention and fire protection servioes to the 
citizens and visitors of Pittsburgh. The Fire Prevention Division is responsible for fire prevention and 
inspection activities, arson investigations and building inspection. The Fire Suppression Division is 
responsible for the operation of the firefighting units located throughout the City. 

The Emergency Medical Servioes Bureau is responsible for the provision of emergency medical and rescue 
services to the residents and visitors of the City of Pittsburgh. The Ambulanoe Division is responsible for 
daily ambulance operations, providing life support services and transportation to those citizens critically 
ill or injured. The Resoue Division is responsible for the provision of City-wide rescue servioes with the 
capability of safely rescuing victims from almost all forms of entrapment or peril, and in a manner that is 
medically acceptable. This Division also provides adjunot life support services to the Ambulanoe Division.

Throughout the year, the City of Pittsburgh Department of Parks and Reoreatlon performs a spectrum of 
servloes that enable Pittsburghers of all ages to partake in physloal, cultural, environmental learning and 
reoreatlon experiences that add to a rioher and fuller lifestyle. The Bureaus of Administration, Jteoreatlon 
and Park Maintenance develop, maintain, and operate programs and facilities that Improve the standard of life 
for all residents. 

Balanced and staffed reoreatlon programs.are provided in neighborhood reoreatlon oentera, senior oitlzen 
oenters, publlo schools, and playgrounds. Over 2,500 aores of parklanda, including swimming pools, pionlo 
shelters, ballfields, tennis oourta, parklets, and tot lots are maintained on a daily basis. In addition to 
community facilities, the Department boasts suoh special facilities as the Pittsburgh Zoo, 
Aviary/Conservatory, Sohenley Golf C.ourse, Phipps Conservatory, and two ice skating rinks. 

New programs and facilities are Implemented and existing programs expanded in direct response to needs 
expressed by communities. In addition to an informational effort which maintains open lines of oommunloation 
between the Department and the publio, community meetings are scheduled to provide greater forums for 
dlsoussion and planning of recreational needs. The Department oontlnually surveys the impact of its programs 
and facilities while at the same time striving to improve the effectiveness of its operations.

DEPARTMENT OF HATER 


On May 1, 1984, the City of Pittsburgh entered into a Lease and Management Agreement with the Pittsburgh 
Water and Sewer Authority to insure the continued operation of the existing water and sewer system, and to 
implement a seven (7) year capital improvement program. Under the terms of this Agreement, the City acts as 
Agent to operate and maintain an efficient and effective water and sewer system for the customers served by 
the system. 

The Department of Water is comprised of three (3) divisions which coordinate to deliver to our customers 
a potable water supply safe for human consumption and in an adequate amount to insure fire protection for the 
communities supplied. 

The Administration Division includes the Steno-Clerical, Accounting, Customer Service, Inventory Control 
and Accounts Receivable Sections. The Steno-Clerical and Accounting sections provide support services for the 
day-to-day operation, management and control of activities generated by other Water Department divisions. The 
Steno-Clerical also provides a 24 hour radio dispatch operation. The Customer Service Section is responsible 
for reading City water meters, providing proper information to City Information Systems for billing, and 
receiving customer inquiries about Department of Water services. The Inventory Control Section monitors a 
perpetual inventory of parts and materials located at various locations and utilized by all operating divisions. 
The Accounts Receivable Section is responsible for monitoring customer accounts and taking whatever steps are 
necessary to collect on delinquent accounts. 

The Distribution Division includes the Distribution Section and the Service Section. The Distribution 
Section is responsible for the operation and maintenance of pipes, valves, fire hydrants, and other appurtenances 
that make up the water distribution system. The Service Section provides a similar service for that portion of 
the distribution system that lies between the main and the customers curb stop, commonly known as the service 
line. The Service Section is also responsible for water meter installations and repairs and the preliminary 
investigations of complaints. Both the Distribution Section and the Service Section are divided into the Mission 
District and the Brilliant District which serve equally'divided geographical areas. 

The Purification and Pumping Division is involved in the treatment and purification of raw water, and is 
responsible for the operation and maintenance of nine (9) pump stations, seven ( 7 ) reservoirs and seven (7) 
storage tanks. This division includes the General Office, Operation and Maintenance, and Laboratory Sections. 

The Operation and Maintenance Section operates and maintains the pumps, clarifiers, filters, valves and other 
appurtenances necessary to provide potable water to the reservoirs and storage tanks. The Laboratory Section 
constantly monitors the quality of the water at various locations to insure that all required standards are met 
and to provide test information to the Operation and Maintenance Section for proper treatment measures. The 
Laboratory is certified by the Environmental Protection Agency in Bacteriology, Wet Chemistry, Inorganic 
Chemistry, Organic Chemistry and total Trihalomethanes.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ITITSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day of January, 1986, the number of officers and employees of all Departments 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, shall be and the same are hereby fixed and established as 
herein set forth. 

SECTION 2L To ensure the capacity of the City to provide an effective level of Municipal services which will meet the 
economic, physical and social needs of its citizens, residents, visitors and neighborhoods during the Fiscal Year for which 
this Resolution shall be in force, those positions designated by Section 3 of this Resolution shall remain filled for the entire 
Fiscal Year, subject to any reasonable time periods required to replace existing officers or employees who leave City 
employment for any reason during that Fiscal Year. There shall be no reduction in the number of filled positions so 
designated unless authorized by a Resolution amending this Budget Resolution, in accordance with Section 507 of the Home 
Rule Charter of Pittsburgh. In adopting this Resolution it is the intention of Council to provide funding for the annual 
Budget at a level which will enable all Departments and Units of City Government so designated to be staffed, equipped 
and maintained at the levels mandated herein. 
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If, during the Fiscal Year, the Executive Branch determines that the number of employees so mandated in any program can 
be reduced without substantially effecting the level of services to be provided, the Mayor may request an amendment to 
this Resolution to accomplish that reduction, and shall include with any request of that nature the reasons for the reduction 
and evidence as to the impact of that reduction upon the level of services provided.

SECTION 1. The 1986 Capital Budget and the 1986 Community Development Block Grant Program, as set forth in Exhibit 1 
attached hereto and made part hereof, is hereby adopted and the new project authorizations and Community Development 
Block Grant Program categories listed therein are hereby approved. All other Capital Projects not previously designated as 
Community Development Block Grant Program categories and currently on the records of the City Controller which are not 
included in this resolution, or any subsequent resolution, are hereby cancelled. 

SECTION 2. The 1986 through 1991 Capital Improvement Program as outlined In Exhibit 1 is hereby approved as a guide, 
but new project authorizations are made subject to approval by Council through adoption of the annual Capital Budget and 
Community Development Block Grant Program. 

SECTION 3. The City Controller and the City Treasurer are hereby authorized to place in the Bond Fund all cash currently 
on hand from the proceeds of the sale of debt and to accept reimbursement to such fund from other sources for 
expenditures made under Federal, State or private grant programs. 

SECTION 4. The City Controller and the City Treasurer are hereby authorized to transfer from the Bond Fund to the 
Sinking Fund such funds as may be received as reimbursement for Capital Projects for which Bond Anticipation Notes have 
been specifically sold in previous years to fund such reimbursable projects.

No. 1. AN ORDINANCE amending and 
supplementing the Pittsburgh Code by 
creating a Department of Public Safety, 
placing it under the charge of a Director, 
and setting forth the powers and duties 
of the Director; and REPEALING 
Chapter 115, Department of Police, 
Chapter 117, Department of Fire, and 
Chapter 143, Department of Emergency 
Medical Services. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS; 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code 
is hereby amended to create a 
Department of Public Safety as follows: 

116.01 Director as Head. 

The Department of Public Safety shall be 
under the charge of a Director who shall 
be the head thereof. 

116,02 Powers and Duties of the 
Director. 

The Director of the Department of 
Public Safety shall have the following 
powers and duties. 

(a) the care, management, 
administration and supervision of police, 
fire and emergency medical forces; 

(b) the City's emergency communication 
system; 

(c) the enforcement ofthe building, fire 
prevention and business licensing laws; 

(d) the providing of educational 
programs concerning police, fire and 
emergency medical matters to the 
general public. 


SECTION 2. Chapter 115, 
Department of Police, Chapter 117, 
Department of Fire and Chapter 143, 
Department of Emergency Medical 
Services are hereby repealed and those 
Departments abolished.

"Superintendent of Police "Fire Chief" or

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Chapter 659, is hereby supplemented to 
read as follows: 

659.05 RELIGIOUS SYMBOL 
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DESECRATION 

Any person who bums or desecrates 
a cross or other religious symbol on any 
private premises or property primarily 
used for religious, educational, 
residential, memorial, charitable or 
cemetary purposes, or for assembly by 
persons of a particular race, color, creed 
or religion, or on any public property, or 
who places or displays in any such 
location a sign, mark, symbol, emblem or 
other physical impression, including but 
not limited to a Nazi swastika or any 
manner of exhibit in which a burning 
cross, real or simulated, is a whole or 
part (as used herein, "desecrate" means 
to mar, deface or damage): 

(a) with the intent to deprive any 
person or class of persons of the equal 
protection of the laws or of equal 
privileges and immunities under the laws, 
or for the purpose of preventing or 
hindering the constituted authorities of 
the United States, of this state or any 
subdivision hereof from giving or 
securing to all persons within the state 
the equal protection of the laws; or 

(b) with the intent, to injure, 
intimidate or interfere with any person 
because of his exercise of any right 
secured by federal, state, or local laws, 
or to intimidate such person or any other 
person or any class of persons from 
exercising any right secured by federal, 
state or local law; or 

(c) with the intent to intimidate, 
threaten, abuse or harass any other 
person; or 

(d) with the intent to cause 
another person to fear for his or her 
personal safety, or, where it is probable 
that reasonable persons will be put in 
fea r for their personal safety by the 
defendant's actions, with reckless 
disregard for such probability; shall be 


guilty of a summary offense punishable 
by a maximum fine of $1,000.00 or 60 
days in jail or both. 

(e) law enforcement agencies 
arresting persons pursuant to the 
provisions of this chapter shall notify the 
Commission on Human Relations, City of 
Pittsburgh and shall provide to them 
upon official request the necessary and 
pertinent documents to initiate and 
conduct any investigations undertaken by 
the Human Relations Commission 
relative to the specific case or incident. 

SECTION 2. Enforcement is 
hereby re-numbered as follows: 

659.05 659.06 ENFORCEMENT 

In the event the respondent refuses 
or fails to comply with an order of the 
Human Relations Commission or violates 
any of the provisions of this article, the 
Commission shall certify the case and 
the entire record of its proceedings to its 
Solicitor, who shall invoke the aid of an 
appropriate court to secure enforcement 
of compliance with the order or to 
impose the penalties as set forth in this 
Code. 

SECTION 3. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.

(a) Where no declaration or return eas 
filed by any person although a 
declaration or return was requried 
to be filed under the provisions of 
this Title, there shall be no 
limitation. 
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(b) Where an examination of the 
declaration or return filed by any 
person or of other evidence relating 
to such declaration or return in the 
possession of the Treasurer reveals a 
fraudulent evasion of taxes there 
shall be no limitation. 

(c) Where there is substanial 
understatement of tax liability of 
twenty-five percent (25%) or more, 
and not due to fraud suit shall be 
begun within six years 

(d) Where any person has withheld or 
collected any tax under the 
provisions of this Title, and has 
failed to remit the amoutn so 
withheld or collected to teh 
Treasurer, or where any person has 
willfully failed or omitted to 
withhold or collected any tax 
required 

to be withheld or collected under 
this Title shall be no limitation. 

SECTION 2. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Two, "Fiscal", Article I, 
"Administration", Chapter 211, "Tax 
Collection Suits", is hereby supplemented 
by he addition of Section 211.03, 
"Limitation on Assessment", which reads 
as follows: 

211.03 LIMITATION ON 

ASSESSMENT. 

No assessment shall be made of any 
tax imposed under this Title more than 
five years after the date on which such 
tax should has been paid, except where 
as fradulent return or no return has been 
filed.

If, for any reason, a tax is not paid 
when due, interest at the rate of twelve 
percent (12%) per annum on the amount 
of such unpaid tax, and an additional 
penalty of one-half percent (1/2%) of the 
amount of the unpaid tax for each 
month, or fraction thereof, during which 
the tax remains unpaid, shall be added 
and collected, unless the chapter of this 
Title under which any tax is levied 
prescribeds a rate of interest or penalty 
applicable to said tax which is greater or 
lesser that that sert forth herein. Where 
suit is brought for the recovery of any 
tax imposed under this Title, the person 
liable therefor shall, in addition be liable 
for any costs of collection and for any 
interest and penalty imposed. Once due 
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and owing, interest and penalty shall 
become a part of the tax and shall be 
collected as such as such. A taxpayer's 
good faith belief that no tax is due and 
owning is no defense to the imposition of 
penalty.

Related Taxes", Chapter 253, "Parking 
Tax", Section 253.04, "Records", is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

253.04 RECORDS 

(a) In General. Each operator shall 
maitnain, separately with respect to 
each parking place, complete and 
accurate records of all transactions, 
reflecting the total amount of 
consideration received from all 
transactions and the total amount of 


tax collected on the basis of such 
consideration. 

(b) Tickets. Each operator shall issue to 
all patrons, except those as to whom 
space is reserved by means of lease, 
contract or other similar basis, 
written evidence of all parking 
transactions in the form of tickets, 
which shall be issued in numerical 
sequence, without interruption, 
either manually an attendant or, in 
the alternative by mechanical 
device. 

(1) Tickets issued manually. 

A. Tickets issued manually 
must reflect the number and 
date of the transaction. 

B. Written authorization of the 
Treasurer shall be required to 
change or later the numerical 
sequence of any ticket. 

C. Tickets shall be arranged so 
that, as to each transaction, a 
portion of the applicable 
ticket, reflecting the number, 
date, parking period and either 
the consideration or the total 
charge (including the tax 
collected), shall be retained as 
part of the operator's records. 

D. When an operator conducts 
business at more than one 
location, a separate set of 
tickets will be issued for each 
parking place. 

E. When a flat rate and an 
hourly rate are charged at a 
parking place, a separate set 
of tickets will be issued for 
each rate. 

F. When two or more flat rates 
are charged at a parking place, 
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a separate set of tickets will 
issue for each rate. 

G. Physical evidence of 
parking transaction shall be 
prominently displayed on each 
vehicle whcih enters the 
parking place. 

(2) Tickets issued by mechanical 
device. 

A. Tickets issued by 
mechanical device must 
reflect the number and date of 
the transaction, and where the 
parking rate is determined by 
units of time, the time of 
entry. 

B. Written authorization of the 
Treasurer shall be required to 
change or alter the numerical 
sequence of any ticket. 

C. Tickets shall be arranged so 

that, as to each transaction, a 
portion of the applicable 

ticket, reflecting the number, 
date, time of entry, time of 
exit, and either the 
consideration or the total 

charge (including the tax 
collected), shall be retained as 
part of the operator's records. 

D. The ticket ejector of any 

mechanical device shall be 
synchronized with the 
registering or counting 

apparatus. 

E. The counting apparatus or 
meter shall operate so as to 
register every vehicle which 
enter the parkign place, 
without exception, and no part 
of said apparatus shall be 
rendered inoperable by switch, 
button or other means. 


(c) Leases. When space is received 
at a parking place by means of 
lease, contract or other 
similar basis numbers shall be 
assigned to all such leases or 
contracts in serial sequence 
and physical evidence of said 
numbers must be prominently 
displayed at all times upon all 
vehicles which enter the 
parking place. Said evidence 
must be in form approved by 
the Treasurer. 

(d) Consideration Not Separately 
Stated. When consideration in 
a transaction is not separately 
stated, the operators shall 
maintain evidence and records 
neccessary to segregate the 
consideration applicable to teh 
transaction for the benefit of 
the patron and the treasurer, 
and so that the proper amount 
of tax mmay be determined 
and collected. 

(e) Access to Records. Each 

operator shall afford the 
Treasurer and his designated 
access to all such records and 
evidence at all reasonable 
times and shall provide 
vertification or authentication 
of the same, as the Treasurer 
may require, The Treasurer 
and his agents are hereby 
authorized to examine the 
books, papers and records of 
any operator or suspected 
operator in order to vertify 
the accuracy of any return 
made, or if no return has been 
made, to estimate the tax due. 
every opertor is hereby 
required and directed to 
provide to the Treasurer and 
his designated agents the 
means, facilities and 

opportunity to conduct any

corporation of the Republic of South 
Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa), to any other corporation 
organized under the laws of the 
Republic of South Africa or Namibia 
(South West Africa) or to any United 
States business entity actually 


operating in the Republic of South 
Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa). Any bank or lending 
institution accepting deposits as a 
depository hereunder shall file 
annually with the Treasurer a sworn 
statement that its lending and 
investment practices are in 
compliance with the provisions of 
this subsection. 

Any bank or other lending institution 
which fails to so certify itself with 
the Treasurer shall be deemed "non- 
responsive" and shall not serve as 
depository of City moneys. hi 
instances where lending institutions 
which currently serve as a 
depository of such funds are deemed 
"non-responsive," then those moneys 
on deposit shall be withdrawn and 
placed on deposit with banks or 
other lending institutions which are 
duly certified according to the 
provisions of this subsection.

(SOUTH WEST AFRICA) PROHIBITIONS 

(a) The City or any of its official agents 
shall be prohibited from entering 
into any professional service 
contracts with any individual, 
business organization or professional 
association which have any 
contractual agreements for 
providing goods or services to the 
government of the Republic of South 
Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa), to a national corporation of 
the Republic of South Africa or 
Namibia (South West Africa), to any 


other organization or corporation 
organized under the law of the 
Republic of South Africa or Namibia 
(South West Africa) or to any United 
States business entity actually 
operating in the Republic of South 
Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa). Where bids or proposals are 
solicited, whether required by law or 
not, submissions from bidders having 
prohibited contractual agreements 
as stated in this subsection shall be 
deemed "non-responsive" and 
ineligible for consideration. 

(b) The City or any of its official agents 
shall be prohibited from entering 
into any purchasing contracts with 
suppliers or vendors of goods and 
services which have any contractual 
agreements to provide goods and 
services to the government of the 
Republic of South Africa or Namibia 
(South West Africa), to any national 
corporation of the Republic of South 

-• Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa), to any other organization or 
corporation organized under the law 
of the Republic of South Africa or 
Namibia (South West Africa) or to 
any United States business entity 
actually operating in the Republic of 
South Africa or Namibia (South West 
Africa). Where bids or proposals are 
solicited from suppliers or vendors, 
submissions from bidders having 
prohibited contractual agreements 
as stated in this subsection shall be 
deemed "non-responsive" and 
ineligible for consideration. 

(c) Consistent with existing laws and 
with obligations created herein, 
before entering into any professional 
service contract or purchasing 
contract and annually thereafter, 
the providers of professional 
services or the suppliers or vendors 
of goods and services to the City 
shall submit an affidavit to City 
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Council certifying compliance with 
the provisions of subsections (a) and 
(b). Where proposers for 

professional services or bids from 
suppliers or vendors of goods and 
services fail to so certify, they shall 
be deemed "non-responsive" and no 
award shall be made to them by the 
City. 

(d) The identification of "non- 
responsive" professional services and 
"non-responsive" suppliers and 
vendors of goods and services to the 
City shall be made semi-annually by 
a responsible office to be designated 
by City Council and published and 
distributed to those City 
departments responsible for the 
awarding of professional services 
and purchasing contracts. 

(e) The prohibitions contained in this 
section can be waived if they are: 

(1) inconsistent with existing laws: 

(2) inconsistent with the other 
obligations of current contractural 
relationships; 

(3) would constitite undue financial 
burden on the City; or* 

(4) no other source of supply exists.

Investments - To the 
extent allowed under existing laws, no 
City moneys shall be invested in or 
remain invested in the stocks, securities 
or other obligations of any national 
corporation of the Republic of South 
Africa or Namibia (South West Africa), 
any corporation organized under the law 
of the Republic of South Africa or 
Namibia (South West Africa) or any 
United States company or a subsidiary or 
affiliate of such a company actually 
operating in the Republic of South Africa 
or Namibia (South West Africa). Neither 
shall any City moneys be invested or 
remain invested in any financial or 
investment institution which itself 
invests in the stocks, securities or other 
obligations or corporations or companies 
prohibited in this Section. 

SECTION 2. Definitions - As used 
in Section 1: 

(a) "National Corporation of the 
Republic of South Africa or Namibia 
(South West Africa)" means a corporation 
or subsidiary or affiliates of a 
corporation that is more than 50% owned 
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or operated by the government of the 
Republic of South Africa or Namibia 
(South West Africa). 

(b) "City Moneys" mean funds of 
the City and other funds for which the 
City or any officer or employee thereof 
shall act as custodian or trustee, wherein 
the legal or equitable title in such funds 
shall belong to persons, copartnerships, 
corporations or the Federal or State 
government, or any agency or political 
subdivision thereof other than such City. 

SECTION 3. Identification of 
Companies - United States companies, 
their subsidiaries or affiliates operating 
in the Republic of South Africa or 
Namibia (South West Africa) shall be 
identified by cumulative reference to the 
most reeent annual- report of the 
American Consulate General of 
Johannesburg? titled "American Firms? 
Subdivisions and Affiliates — South 
Africa or Namibia -(South West Afric a) ? 1 1 
Directory of U.S. Corporations in South 
Africa, compiled by the Investor 
Responsibility Research Center and to 
relevant publications by the United 
States Department of Commerce. 

SECTION 4 Enforcement - The 
divestment required by this ordinance 
shall be completed within two years of 
the final approval of this ordinance. 
During this period, those City officials 
and departments which have fiduciary 
responsibility for the investment of City 
moneys shall consult with firms, agencies 
or research facilities which have 
experience and expertise in socially 
responsible investing so that new 
investment strategies can be developed 
which will both meet the social 
requirements of divestment and protect 
the value of the City's investments and 
shall make semi-annual divestment 
progress reports to City Council. An 
extension of time beyond the two year 
limit may be granted by City Council as 


it deems necessary.

d. have one fire extinguisher 
inside control booth 
available to the attendant, 
and one fire extinguisher at 
each self-service island 
available to the customer. 

e. notify appropriate 

emergency agency when 
necessity arises. 

f. see that all employees are 
trained in safety procedures. 

5. Emergency controls, including 
main power shutoff switch or 
switches, shall be installed at a 
location no more than 15 feet 
from the attendants' principal 
control location, and not more 
than one hundred feet from the 
dispensers. 

6. A control shall be provided that 

will permit the pump to operate 
only when a dispensing nozzle is 
removed from its' bracket on 
the dispensing unit and the 
switch on this dispensing unit is 
manually actuated. This

{b) Maintenance of Accounts. The

415.01 PERMIT AND BOND REQUIRED 


(a) No person shall open or make any excavation in any street, sidewalk or any 
public place in the City without first filing a bond and obtaining a permit from the 
Department of Public Works. 
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{b) A bond shall be provided in the amount of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) 
for an indefinite number of openings or two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for each 
opening. Such bond shall remain in effect for two (2) years after the permanent 
resurfacing of each such opening. 

(c) No permit shall be granted unless the applicant has paid to the City any monies 
then due the City for prior openings made or for any loss, damage or expense in any 
manner occassioned by or arising from any work under prior permits. 

415.02 PERMIT FEES; BASIS OF MEASUREMENT 

(a) Prior to the issuance of any permit, the following fees shall be paid for every 
period of fourteen days that there is an opening or excavation in any street. 

CONCRETE ROADWAYS OR CONCRETE FOUNDATION

Over 3 to 50 75.00

(b) The basis of measurement of street openings shall be the actual number of 
square yards of paving or surfacing necessary to completely repair the street surface as 
such opening. A fraction of one-half (1/2) square shall be considered as a full square yard, 
and payment shall be made on this basis. AL1 openings shall be measured by the 
Department of Public Works and such measurements shall be final and conclusive. 

(415.03) WORK APPROVAL 

All openings and excavation shall be done in a manner specified by the Department 
of Public Works and subject to its approval.) 

415.03 PROTECTION OF TRAFFIC 

The permittee shall construct and maintain adequate and safe crossings over 
excavations and across highways under improvement to accommodate vehicular and 
pedestrain traffic at all street intersections. Vehicular crossings shall be constructed and 
maintained of plank timbers, and blocking or steel plates of adequate size to 
accommodate vehicular traffic. 
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415.04 SIDEWALK EXACVATIONS 


Any exacation made in any sidewalk or under a sidewalk shall be provided with a 
substantial and adequate footbridge over said exacvation on the line of the sidewalk, 
which bridge shall be at least three feet wide and securely railed on each side so that 
foot passengers can pass over safely at all times. 

415.05 PROTECTIVE MEASURES 

The permittee shall erect such fence, railing or barriers about the site of the 
exacation work as shall prevent danger to persons using the street or sidewalks, and such 
protective barriers shall be maintained until the work shall be completed or the danger 
removed. At twilight there shall be placed upon such place of exacvation and upon any 
excavated materials or structures or other obstructions to streets suitable and sufficient 
warning devices which shall be kept burning throughout the night during the maintenance 
of such consturction. Permittee shall inspect barriers and other protective devices every 
eighteen (18) hours. It shall be unlawful for anyone to remove or tear down the fence or 
railing or other protective barriers or any lights provided there for the protection of the 
public. 

415.06 CARE OF EXACAVTED MATERIAL 

All material excavated from trenches and piled adjacent to the trench or in any 
street shall be piled and maintained in such manner as not to endanger those working in 
the trench, pedestrains or users of the streets, and so that as little inconvenience as 
possible is caused to those using streets and adjoining property. Where the confines of the 
area being excavated are too narrow to permit the piling of excavated material beside 
the trench, the Director shall have the authority to require that the permittee haul the 
excavated material to a storage site and then rehaul it to the trench site at the time of 
the back-filling. It shall be the permittee's responsibility to secure the necessary 
permission and make all necessary arrangementss for all required storage and disposal 
sites. 

415.07 DAMAGE TO EXISTING IMPROVEMENTS 

All damage done to existing improvements during the progress of the excavation 
work shall be repaired by the permittee to the satisfaction of the Director. If upon being 
ordered the permittee fails to furnish the necessary labor and materials for such repairs, 
the Director shall have the authority to cause said necessary labor and materials to be 
furnished by the City and the cost shall be charged against the permittee, and the 
permittee shall also be liable on his or its bond therefor. 

415.08 RESTORATION OF SURFACE 

The permittee shall backfill and restore the surface of all streets, broken into or 
damaged as a result of the excavation work, to its original condition in accordance with 
the specifications of the Director of Public Works. The permittee may be required to 
place a temporary surface over openings made in paved traffic lanes. 

Permanent restoation of the street shall be made by the permittee in strict 






















































accordance with the specifications to restore the street to its orginal and proper 
condition. Where applicable, the Director may require repaving from seam to seam. 

Acceptance or approval of any excavation work by the City shall not prevent the 
City from asserting a claim against the permittee and his or its surety bond required 
hereunder tor incomplete or defective work if discovered within 24 months from the 
completion ofthe excavation work or the length of any warranty, whichever is longer. 
The City's presence during the performance of any excavation work shall not relieve the 
permittee of its responsibility under this Chapter. 

(a) If in the judgement of the Director of Public Works it is not expedient to replace 
the pavement over any cut or excavation made in the street upon completion of the work 
allowed under such permit by reason of the loseness of the earth or weather conditions, 
he may direct the permittee to lay a temporary pavement of wood or other suitable 
material designated by him over such cut or excavation to remain until such time as the 
repair of the orginal pavement may be properly made. 

415.09 CLEAN-UP 


As the excavation work progresses, all streets and private properties shall be 
throughly cleaned of all rubbish, excess earth, rock and other debris resulting from such 
work. All clean-up operations at the locations of such excavation shall be accomplished 
at the expense of the permittee and shall be completed to the satisfaction of the 
Director. 


415.10 PROMPT COMPLETION OF WORK 

The permittee shall prosecute with diligence and expedition all excavation work 
covered by the excavation permit and shall promptly complete such work and restore the 
street to its original condition, or as near as may be, as soon as practicable and in any 
event not later than the date specified in the excavation permit therefor. 

415.11 PRESERVATION OF MONUMENTS 

The permittee shall not disturb any surface monuments or hubs found on the line of 
excavation work until ordered to do so b the Director. 


415.12 ORDINANCE NOT APPLICABLE TO CITY WORK 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall not be applicable to any excavation work 
under the direction of the competent City authorities by employees of the City of by any 
contractors of the City performing work for and in behalf of the City neccessitating 
openings or excavations in the streets.

(3) A front yard may utilize an irregular or staggered setback if the entire area of 
the required yard (required depth by lot width is provided and the depth of the 
yard abutting each side lot line is not less than the depth of the yard on the 
abutting lot. 

(4) When a majority of any street frontage is undeveloped, the depth of the front 
yard shall not be less than twenty (20) feet. 

(d) Rear yard depth 30 feet. 

(e) Side yard depth, each of two required. 

(1) One-family dwelling. 
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A. Corner lot 25 feet abutting a street; 5 feet when not abutting a street 

B. Interior lot. Not exceeding lV 2 stories or 20 feet in height. 5 feet on each 
side. 

Exceeding ^stories or 20 feet in height. 10 feet on one side, 5 feet on other 
side. (See Section 993.03(a)(l 1).)

No. 34. AN ORDINANCE amending the Pittsburgh Code, Title Nine, Zoning, relative to 
parking and loading provisions by: A. Providing regulations for the size of compact, 
standard and handicapped stalls and the width of aisles and bays; B. By creating three 
Administrator Exceptions to: 1. Allow designation of compact size spaces under certain 
circumstances; 2. to allow minor reductions of the specified bay and aisle width; and, 
3. to allow valet parking under certain circumstances; and C. By including additional 
definitions related to the items mentioned above. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Title Nine, Zoning, of the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended as 
follows: 

A. Amend Article I, Chapter 903 "Definitions", Section 903.02 "Specific Definitions" by: 

1. Substituting the following terms under the letters (U and (p): 

(!) "Loading Space" means an off-street space or berth, abutting upon a street or 
way or other appropriate means of access, intended for the temporary parking of a 
commercial vehicle while loading or unloading merchandise or materials not to 
include the space reserved or used for trash storage and compaction: which space or 
berth is not less than ten feet in width and sufficient in length, to ensure that no 
vehicle using the space shall extend beyond a property line, but in no case less than 
twenty-five feet in length. When the Administrator determines that loading shall 
involve the use of semi-trailers or vehicles longer them twenty-five feet, one or 
more spaces shall be not less than a figure to be specified by the Administrator but 
in no case greater than fifty-five feet in length. 

(p) "Parking Stall" 

Standard Size - means a space in a garage or parking area not less than eight and 
one-half feet wide clear dimension and nineteen feet long clear dimension, reserved 
for the parking of only one automobile. 

Compact Size - means a space in a garage or parking area, not less than seven and 
three quarter feet wide clear dimension and sixteen and one-half feet long clear 
dimension, reserved for the parking of only one compact size automobile. 

Handicap Size - means a space in a garage or parking area not less than twe+ve 
thirteen and three quarter one-half feet wide and nineteen feet long clear 
dimension, reserved exclusively for an automobile registered with the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania with handicapped license plates or displaying an 
official City or Commonweadth issued handicapped placart. 

"Parking Stall - Short Term" - means a space intended for the primary use of 
vehicles parked for less than four hours duration and priced and managed to 
encourage turnover of vehicles. 
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"Parking Stall - Long Term" - means a space intended for the primary use of vehicles 
parked for a duration of four hours or more and neither priced nor managed to 
encourage turnover of vehicles. 

"Parking Stall - High Occupancy Vehicle" - means a space intended for the parking 
of vehicles with three or more occupants sharing a vehicle four or more days per 
week on the average and priced and managed to achieve such use. 

"Parking - Valet" - means parking of vehicles by an attendant provided by the 
establishment for which the parking is provided. 

"Parking - Self-Park" - means parking of vehicles other than valet parking. 

2. By inserting the following terms under the letter (t): 

"Traffic Operations and Parking Management Plan" - means a document drawn up by 
the otner or operator of a parking facility or the owner or operator of a use for 
which parking is required by this ordinance and which shall contain the following 
elements: 

a. Automobile and pedestrian circulation to and from parking areas; 

b. Adequacy of parking stall, aisle and bay dimensions for safety, maneuverability 
and ease of circulation; 

c. Appropriate signing plan designating standard size parking areas, and, where 
applicable, compact size parking areas, signing of compact size stalls as "compact 
car stall" and posting fo appropriate signs at all access areas which shall contain the 
following information: 

1) compact size cars to be parked in compact size stalls when available; 

2) standard size cars shall not be parked in compact size stalls; 

3) telephone numbers of the owner or operator of the parking facility. 

d. A staffing plan; 

e. A security and safety maintenance plan; 

f. Pricing sign visible from the public street; 

g. Location of ticket spitter within the parking facility to allow sufficient queuing 
to prevent blocking of the sidewalk, public ways and streets; 

h. Trip generations; 

i. Parking and analysis; 

j. Level of service analysis for impacted intersections; 
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k. Pricing and management strategy to accommodate peaking characteristics. 


Traffic operations and truck loading management plan - means a document drawn up by 
the owner or operator of use in any district for which loading spaces are required by this 
ordinance and which shall contain the following elements: 

a. Loading vehicle trip generation by period of day; 

b. Loading vehicle size and type; 

c. Size, number and location of loading docks; 

d. Loading truck maneuverability into and out of loading dock area; 

e. Method and location of refuse storage and pick up; 

f. Lighting and screening of loading dock area; 

g. Truck arrival rate per hour service rate per hour, and vehicle accumulation; 

h. Management techniques for staging. 

3. By inserting the following additional terms under the letter (a) "Automobile": 

(a) "Automobile, compact size" - means an automobile which occupies an area of 
less than nine square meters (Ninety-seven square feet). 

"Automobile, standard size" - means an automobile which occupies an area 
greater than or equal to nine square meters (ninety-seven square feet). 

"Parking Aisle" - means the clear space for either one or two way traffic 
movement and maneuvering between rows of parking stalls. 

"Parking Bay" - means the clear space containing one or two rows of parking 
stalls and a parking aisle. 

B. Amend Article V. Chapter 989 "Parking and Off-Street Loading", by inserting the 
following under Section 989.01 "Automobile Parking Space": 

1. Conclude the third paragraph, "for the purpose of this zoning ordinance, "Floor 
Area" in the case of offices - etc", with the following sentence: 

However, the definition of "floor area" for the purpose of this zoning ordinance 
shall not be less than eighty percent (80%) of the total floor area calculated 
without exclusions. 

2. Insert the following after the final paragraph in this Section:

E. Amend Chapter 993 "Exceptions", Section 993.04 "Automobile Parking and Off-Street 
Loading Exceptions" by inserting additional provisions under item (4) as underlined and by 
inserting new items 7, 8 and 9 as follows: 

(4) Erection, alteration, enlargement or use of a structure or portion thereof, with 
modified or without loading space as required in Section 989.07, in any district

C. The parking facility must have an acceptable parking layout, signage and 
a traffic operation and parking management plan. 

(8) Minor reductions of standard size aisle width and bay width dimensions 
specified in Section 989.10 may be authorized by the Administrator upon the 
satisfaction of the following conditions: 

A. The applicant shall demonstrate that dimensional problems are unique to 
the dimensions of the land parcel or parcels and not due to decisions by 
the applicant or agents of the applicant; 

B. The dimensional reductions shall be limited to the minimum necessary to 
provide the relief required by the dimensions of the land parcel or 
parcels; 
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C. The applicant shall submit acceptable engineering and architectural 
drawings showing all proposed dimensions and geometry of the site and 
the parking facility; 

D. The Administrator, with the assistance and approval of the Department 
of Public Works and the Bureau of Traffic Engineering, shall approve the 
engineering and architectural drawings and shall certify that the 
proposed reduction in standard size aisle and bay width dimensions will 
neither create safety hazards nor cause traffic congestion. The 
Administrator may require the submission of an acceptable TVaffic 
Operations and Management PI sin to assure the maintenance of public 
safety and minimization of traffic congestion. 

(9) Utilization valet parking for required automobile parking spaces provided: 

A. An automobile shall be retreivable from its parking space with the 
movement of a maximum of two additional vehicles; 

B. The Administrator, with the assistance and approval of the Department 
of Public Works and the Bureau of Traffic Engineering, certifies that the 
valet parking to be operated under the required Traffic Operations and 
Parking Management Plan submitted by the applicant will not cause 
interference with the public use of streets or ways or imperil the public 
safety.

973.01 PURPOSE 

The purpose of this chapter is to 
provide the framework for an alternative 
form of development in the City for very 
large sites, and is intended to create 
efficient, functional, and attractive 
urban areas which incorporate high levels 
of amenities and which meet public 
objectives for protection and 
preservation of the natural 

environment. These provisions are 

intended to permit a substantial amount 
of flexibility in site planning because of 
the large size of the site and because of 
its relative isolation from any 
neighborhood context. These provisions 
for Specially Planned Districts are 
intended only for developments which 
have a City-wide impact. 

The development of a Specially 
Planned District is established within the 
context of a "Land Development Plan." 
The purpose of preparing a Land 
Development Ran are: 

(a) to initiate comprehensive 
studies of factors relevant to a 
proposed development; 

(b) to recognize and state major 

problems and opportunities 
concerning a major 

development and its 
environmental, social and 
economic effects, 


(c) to set forth the desired 

sequence, patterns, and 

characteristics of future 
development and its probable 
environmental, economic and 
social consequences; 

(d) to provide a statement of 

programs to obtain the desired 
sequence, patterns, and 

characteristics of 

development. 

Because of the site planning 
flexibility possible is Specially Ranned 
Districts, substantial planning studies are 
required in order to establish the specific 
parameters for a development in a 
particular Specially Ranned District. In 
this way, the zoning controls are unique 
for each district. 

973.02 COORDINATED APPLICATION 
OF ZONING REGULATIONS AND 
IMPROVEMENT SUBDIVISION 

REGULATIONS 

The approval of an improvement 
subdivision site plan and the enactment 
of a Specially Ranned District as an 
amendment to the zoning ordinance shall 
require compliance with the regulations 
contained in this chapter of the zoning 
ordinance and with the standards and 
regulations contained in the 
Improvement Subdivision Regulations and 
Standards pursuant to the Act of May 13, 
1927 (P.L. 1101) as amended, adopted by 
the Commission. 

(a) The provisions of this chapter 
for Specially Ranned Districts 
establish the maximum 
intensity of development 
which shall be permitted; the 
maximum height of structures 
which shall be permitted; 
minimum yard requirements; 
minimum requirements for 
open space, parking and 
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loading facilities; and basic 
site criteria for Specially 
Planned Districts. 

(b) The Subdivision Regulations 
and Standards adopted by 
Commission shall govern the 
spatial arrangement of uses 
and structures on the site and 
all other elements of site 
design and improvement, 
including the design and 
improvement of pedestrian and 
vehicular circulation and 
parking; the locations and 
improvement of open spaces 
for light, air, recreation and 
other purposes; provisions for 
utilities, facilities and 
services; and the relationship 
of the Specially Planned 
District to adjacent areas. 

(c) The requirements contained in 

the environmental overlay 
district provisions of this 
ordinance (Chapter 986) shall 
be minimum requirements 
applicable to Specially Planned 
Districts. It shall be the 
responsibility of the 
Commission to determine, 
through application of 

standards contained in the 
adopted subdivision 

regulations, that the 

environmental characteristics 
and physcial capacity of a 
Specially Planned District site 
and of land adjacent to the 
site are suitable for the 
character and intensity of 
development proposed. When 
necessary to protect the 
natural environment, to 

prevent hazardous 

development or otherwise to 
protect the public welfare, the 
Commission may require a 
lower intensity of development 


or more restricted 

development on all or portions 
of a site other than specified 
in this zoning ordinance. 

(d) The requirements contained in 
Chapter 987 (Signs) and 
Chapter 989 (Parking and Off- 
Street Loading) of this title 
shall govern such uses and 
structures within a Specially 
Planned District unless the 
Commission determines that 
the nature or impact of the 
proposed planned unit 
development warrants more 
restrictive standards. The 
Commission may require 
compliance with more 
restrictive standards of all or 
portions of a site than 
specified in other chapters of 
this Zoning Ordinance, when 
determined necessary to 
protect the natural 

environment, to protect 
adjacent properties, or to 
protect the public welfare. 

973.03 DISTRICT CLASSIFICATIONS 

To carry out the purpose and 
provisions of this zoning ordinance, the 
following Specially Planned Districts are 
hereby established as zoning district 
classifications:

In the SPD District there shall be applied 
the regulations prescribed in this 
Chapter and the qualifying regulations 
prescribed in this Chapter and the 
qualifying regulations prescribed in the 
other chapters specifically referred to in 
the following sections of this chapter. 
For supplementary regulations, see 
Chapters 981 through 993. 

973.04 SPECIAL DEFINITIONS 
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(a) Land Development Plan is a 
proposal for a development of 
a Specially Planned District 
with detailed provisions 
outlined according to the 
procedures and standards 
established in this chapter of 
the zoning ordinance. 

(b) Preliminary Land Development 

Plan for a Specially Planned 
District is a document in 
support of a proposal for 
approval of a development and 
for the re zoning of a site into 
a "Specially Planned District" 
classification with a unique 
name attached thereto, 
submitted to the Commission, 
in order to demonstrate that a 
superior development plan 
shall be followed within the 
overall bounds of the zoning 
text. The Preliminary Land 
Development Plan shall 
contain, at a minimum, the 
draft results of the planning 
studies required by 

Commission, a detailed 
description of the proposed 
development, including 

proposed uses and magnitude 
of development, and 
preliminary site plan for the 
site. The site plans shall 
contain but shall not be 
limited to, the following 
information: the location and 
bulk of all buildings; the 
location of all roads, vehicular 
and pedestrian, and parking; 
location and magnitude of 
landscaping, with illustrative 
landscaping details; utility 
location and points of access; 
existing and final topographic 
contours; and staging of 
development. The Preliminary 
Land Development Plan, with 
all required information, shall 


be in booklet form, 8-1/2" x 
11", or similar, easily 
reproduced format. 

(c) Final Land Development Plan 
for a Specially Planned 
District is a document 
submitted to the Commission 
in support of a proposal for 
final approval for a Specially 
Planned District, which shall 
establish the detailed 
standards for the development 
based upon the final results of 
planning studies which may be 
required by the Commission. 
The Final Land Development 
Plan, when approved by the 
Commission, governs all 

development within the 

Specially Planned District. 
The Final Land Development 
Ran shall contain but shall not 
be limited to the final results 
of all studies required by the 
Commission; the detailed 
provision for permitted uses; 
the permitted heights on the 
entire district; detailed 
provisions for all setbacks and 
open spaces; typical building 
elevations and sections, 
showing building materials and 
type of construction; and final 
site plans, showing, but not 
limited to, detailed 

landscaping, provisions for 
public amenities, paving 
materials, and pertinent 
landscape details, in addition 
to all informaation required in 
the site plan for the 
Preliminary Land Development 
Ran. The Final Land 

Development Ran, with all 
required information, shall be 
in booklet form, 8r-l/2" x 11", 
or similar, easily reproduced 
format. 
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(d) Planning Studies are those 
investigative reports required 
by the Commission for a 
SpecialUy Planned District 
which determine the impact of 
the proposed development on 
the City. Hanning studies 
may be required on a wide 
range of topics, including but 
not limited to: 

(1) Socio-economic impact on 
the City and region; 

(2) traffic and parking impact 
and future potential for 
increasing capacity; 

(3) utility capacity, passible 
points of access, and future 
potential for increasing 
capacity; 

(4) goetechnical and 
ecological analysis; 

(5) analysis of sructures or 
sites of historic, archaelogical, 
architectural, recreational, 
scenic, or environmental 
significance, and the potential 
for retention and reuse; 

(6) analysis of views to and 
from the site, and the possible 
need for views through the site 

(7) analysis of visual impact 
on surrounding area. 

The planning studies shall 
comply with any data 
requirements established by 
the Zoning Administrator. The 
applicant may utilize studies 
made by others, and may 
undertake or contract for any 
additional studies necessary or 
useful in the preparation of 
the Land Development Han. 


(e) Special Features are those 
elements of the site plan 
which Commission may require 
because of the unique 
importance of the site in 
question and the ability of 
such elements in conveying or 
maintaining that importance. 
Special features may include 
but are not limited to the use 
of architectural themes, the 
retention of a particular 
structure, or the placement of 
an important structureal or 
landscaping element in a 
particular location. 

(f) Build-to Line is a line in a 
Final Land Development Han 
for a Specially Hanned 
District with which an exterior 
wall of a structure is required 
to coincide in a manner 
described for that particular 
Specially Hanned District. 

(g) Development Subdistricts are 

areas of a minimum of five 
acres each for which use, 

height and area restrictions 
are contained in Section 
973.09 and for which a Final 
Land Development Plan(s) may 
be approved by Commission. 

(h) Development Staging is the 

process of constructing a 

development according to a 

provision within the Final Land 
Development Han approved by 
the Commission, which 
provisions details the temporal 
sequence of construction of 

development is a Specially 

Hanned District; 

(i) Implementation _ Program 

means a provisions of the Land 
Development Han which 
details specific actions to be 
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undertaken in stated sequence 
by the applicant, by specified 
governmental entities or by 
others in order to achieve 
objectives, policies and 

standards under 973.05(d) 
below and shall cover a period 
of time to be specified in the 
Land Development Han, which 
shall not be more than ten (10) 
years, but the program may 
indicate the general nature of 
future actions to be taken 
after that period. 

Implementation Program shall 

include: 

(1) an estimate of the amounts, 

types, characteristics, and 
general locations of land to be 
acquired or reserved, and the 
transportation, utility and 
community facilities to be 

required, provided or aided, by 
the applicant, by the local 
government or on other 

governmental agencies in 

order to carry out the 
implementation program, 

(2) an estimate of the number of 

persons and land uses to be 
displaced by the 

implementation program, the 
environmental, social and 

economic consequences of the 
displacement, and any 

relocation programs to be 

undertaken by the applicant or 
by governmental agencies; 

(3) a statement of the 

assumptions regarding future 
private and public 

development upon which the 


implementation 

based; 

program 

is 

(4) an estimate of 

the cost 

of 


carrying out the 

implementation program and a 
statement of sources of the 
private or public funds 
actually or potentially 
available; and 

(5) an estimate of the overall 
environmental, social and 
economic consequenses of the 
implementation program 

including the impact on 
populations distribution, 

employment, economic and 
environmental conditions and 
an evaluation, to the extent 
feasible, of the consequences 
of alternative implementation 
programs. 

(j) Land Development Report is a 
written document submitted to 
the Commission which outlines 
the progress of the 
development of the Specially 
Banned District. The Land 
Development Report shall 
contain, but shall not be 
limited to information 
regarding the following: 

(1) the extent to which the 
Implementation Program has 
accomplished its objectives; 

(2) the extent to which there 
have been significant changes 
in the assumptions upon which 
the Land Development Han 
was based. 

(3) possible changes in the 
objectives, policies, and 
standards of the Land 
Development Han. 

973.05 PROCEDURES 

The procedures listed hereunder 

shall be followed in the review and 
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approval of a Specially Planned District 
zoning classification and any 
development within a Specially Planned 
District. 

(a) An applicant shall submit an 
application for approved of 
text and maprevisions and a 
Preliminary Land Development 
Plan, as defined in Section 
973.04 above, in the manner 
and form set forth in 
administrative requirements 
established by the Zoning 
Administrator, to the Planning 
Commission. 

(b) The Pleinning Commission shall 

require planning studies, as 
defined in Section 973.04 
above, to determine whether 
the proposed development 
meets all applicable 

requirements of this zoning 
ordinance, and to determine 
the impact of the proposed 
development on the city. 

(c) After reviewing of the 
application for a Specially 
Planned District as filed under 

(a) above, and all planning 
studies as required under (b) 
above have been completed, 
the Commission may approve, 
disapprove, or modify the 
Preliminary Land Development 
Plan and may recommend 
approval or disapproval of the 
text and map changes to 
Council. 

(1) The Commission shall approve 
the Preliminary Land 
Development Plan and forward 
a recommendation for 
approval of the proposed text 
and map changes to Council if 
all of the following findings 
are made: 


(a) That the proposed district 

shall create an efficient, 
functional and attractive 
urban area which which 
incorporates a high level of 
amenities; and 

(b) That the proposed district 

shall protect and preserve the 
natural environment; and 

(c) That the proposed district 

shall create a favorable 
environmental, social and 

economic impact on the City; 

and 

(d) That the establishment, 

maintenance, location and 

operation of the proposed 
district will not be detrimental 
to or endanger the public 
health, safety, moral, comfort 
or general welfare; and 

(e) That the proposed district will 

not be injurious to the use and 
enjoyment of other property in 
the immediate vicinity for the 
purposes permitted, nor 
substantially diminish or 

impair property values within 
adjacent zoning districts; and 

(f) That the establishment of the 
proposed district will not 
impede the normal and orderly 
development and improvement 
of property for uses permitted 
in the adjacent districts; and 

(g) That adequate utilities, access 
road, drainage and other 
necessary facilities have been 
or will be provided; and 

(h) That adequate measures have 
been or will be taken to 
provide ingress and egress 
designated so as to minimize 
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traffic congestion in the public 
streets; and 

(1) That the proposed 

development conforms with 
the City's Comprehensive 
Ran, and with plans and policy 
documents adopted from time 
to time by the Commission. 

(2) The Commission shall 
disapprove the Preliminary 
Land Development Rein and 
forward a recommendation of 
disapproval on the proposed 
text and map revisions to 
Council if any of the above 
findings is not made. 

(3) The Commission may require 

changes to be made in the 
Preliminary Land Development 
Ran necessary for any of the 
above findings to be made or 
necessary for a 

recommendation of approval 
of the proposed text and map 
revisions to Council. 

(4) Upon approval of the 

Preliminary Land Development 
Ran, Commission may issue a 
"Statement of Consistency 
with Rans and Policies" to be 
included as a preface to the 
applicant's Preliminary Land 
Development Ran. The 
Statement may contain 

provisions which include but 
are not limited to identifying 
the present conditions and 

major problems relating to 
development, physical 

deterioration, and the location 
of land uses and the social and 
economic effects thereof; and 
statements of objectives, 

policies and standards 
regarding proposed or 

foreseeable changes in present 


conditions and problems, and 
regarding any other matters of 
governmental concern. 

(d) After approval of the Zoning 
Text Amendment and Zoning 
District Classification by City 
Council and the Mayor, the 
applicant shall submit an 
application for approval of a 
Final Land Development Ran 
as defined in Section 974.04, 
for review and approval, for a 
minimum of 15 acres of the 
district as approved under the 
Preliminary Land Development 
Ran, to the Commission, to 
establish the final controls on 
development within the 
Specially Ranned District. 

(1) A Land Development Ran 

shall include an 

implementation program as 
defined in Section 973.04(i). 

(2) The applicant shall submit to 

the Commission every two (2) 
years, beginning two years 
after the date of approval of 
the Final Land Development 
Ran, a Land Development 
Report, as defined in Section 

973.04(j) above. The 

Commission may adopt the 

Land Development Report, or 
may adopt it with 

amendments; or, in the 
absence of a Land 

Development Report as 
required in this section, may 
adopt a Land Development 
Report prepared by the Zoning 
Administrator. The adoption 
of a Land Development Report 
shall amend the Land 

Development Ran to the 
extent specified in the Land 
Development Report.

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(e) The applicant shall submit to 
the Commission, at the time 
of submission of the Final 
Land Development Plan, the 
Improvement Subdivision Site 
Plan for the Specially Planned 
District for review and 
approval, in order to allow the 
zone change to become 
effective. 

(1) Subsequent to the initial zone 
change, the applicant may 
submit an application for 
approval of a Final Land 
Development Plan for a 
Development subdistrict of a 
minimum of five (5) acres 
which must be contiguous with 
subdistricts for which a Final 
Land Development Plan has 
been approved. 

(f) An amendment to the zoning 
oirdinance (text amended) for 
the establishment of a 
Specially Planned District 
shall not become effective or 
be entered upon the Zoning 
District Map until the 
Commission has approved the 
Final Land Development Ran 
and the Improvement 
Subdivision Site Ran has been 
duly recorded. 

(g) At any time after approval by 
the Commission of the Final 
Land Development Ran, and 
recording of the Improvement 
Subdivision Site Ran, the 
applicant may submit an 
Occupancy Permit Application 
and construction drawings for 
a Project Development to the 
Zoning Administrator. If the 
Project Development is 
determined by the Zbning 
Administrator to be in 
substantial compliance with 


the Final Land Development 
Ran, the Zoning Administrator 
shall approve the Occupancy 
Permit Application and 
building permit application. If 
the Project Development is 
determined not to be in 
substantial compliance with 
the Final Land Development 
Ran, the applicant may 
request approval of a Modified 
L.D.P. according to the 
provisions of Section 973.06 
hereunder. 

(h) If an applicant submits an 

application to the Zoning 
Administrator for approval of 
an Occupany Permit 

Application more than seven 
years after the date of 
approval of the Fincil Land 
Development Ran, the 
Commission may require that 
the planning studies conducted 
for the Land Development 
Ran be updated, and that 
additional planning studies be 
conducted to determine the 
current impact of the proposed 
development of the remainder 
of Specially Ranned District 
on the City.

973.06 MODIFICATION OF THE FINAL 

LAND DEVELOPMENT PLAN 

(a) The Zoning Administrator shall 
not authorize the issuance of a 
building permit for any project 
in a Specially Planned District 
when the Planning Director 
has determined that the 
proposed Project Development 
Ran does not comply with the 
approved Final Land 

Development Ran, such that 
the Project Development 
proposes a change of use or 
placement of any structure, a 
change of density of more than 
10 percent of any structure, a 
change of height of more than 
10 percent of any structure, or 
any change in the use, amount, 
arrangement or overall design 
of the public open space from 
the approved Final Land 
Development Ran. 

(b) When a proposed project 
Development Ran does not 
comply with the approved 
Final Land Development Ran 
the applicant may submit a 
proposal to the Commission 
for approval of a Modified 
LandDevelopment Ran with 
the same provisions as 
required in a Fined Land 
Development Ran. 

Commission may approve such 
a Modified Land Development 
Ran if it is determined, on the 


basis of the original or newly 
required studies, that the 
Modified Land Development 
Ran will result in no greater 
impact on the City, or an 
impact which can be mitigated 
with required provisions. 

973.07 SITE CRITERIA 

(a) A Specially Ranned District 
shall comprise a contiguous 
area of land of not less than 
fifteen (15) acres, except as 
separated by public streets, 
public ways, rivers, or railroad 
tracks; shall comprise a 
reasonable unit for planned 
development; shall not be less 
than fifteen (15) acres, the 
calculation of which shall 
exclude land with slopes 
greater than twenty five 
percent (25%) and areas of 
water within a designated 
harborline. 

(b) One hundred percent (100%) of 
the land in a Specially Ranned 
District shall be controlled by 
the applicant for the Specially 
Ranned District at the time of 
application through ownership 
or sales options. A Final Land 
Development Ran shall not be 
approved and re zoning of a 
Specially Ranned District 
shall not become effective 
until proof of ownership of the 
land or proof of control of the 
land through sales agreement 
has been submitted by the 
applicant. 

(c) A Specially Ranned District 
shall be in a location suitable 
for the proposed develoment, 
as evidenced by conformance 
with the Comprehensive Ran 
and with plans and policy 
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documents adopted from time 
to time by the Commission and 
by demonstrated compatibility 
of the proposed development 
with development in adjacent 
areas. 

(d) Suitability for the Specially 

Planned District, in 

compatibility with plans and 
policy documents adopted 
from time to time by the 
Commission and compatibility 
with development in adjacent 
areas, may be demonstrated 
and achieved by requirements 
the Commission may impose 
through the Improvement 

Subdivision Regulations and 
Standards, including, but not 
limited to, impact mitigation 
measures, impact fees, 
performance bonds, 

management plans, and public 
access requirements. 

(e) A Specially Planned District 

without current, sufficient 

infrastructure may be 
designated provided the Final 
Land Development Plan 
includes an Implementation 
Program and provided 
development is not allowed 
until such appropriate 
infrastructure is available 
thourgh either public or 

private improvements, in 
accord with the Improvement 
Subdivision Regulations and 
Standards. 

937.08 GENERAL PROVISIONS 

The provisions in this section apply 
generally to all Specially Planned 
Districts, unless otherwise noted 
hereunder. For other applicable general 
provisions not limited to Specially 
Planned Districts, see Chapters 981 to 


993. 

(a) Use. All uses within a 

Specially Planned District 
shall be governed by the 
Special Provisions for each 

Specially Planned District as 
designated in Section 973.09 
hereunder. Uses may be 
specified through reference to 
other Chapters of this 

ordinance. 

(b) Height. For the uses listed 

within a particular Specially 
Planned District as designated 
in Section 973.09 hereunder, 
the height of structures 

hereafter erected or enlarged 
shall not exceed the height 
limitations prescribed for the 
particular Specially Planned 
District as designated in 

Section 973.09 hereunder. 

(c) Area. For each Specially 

Planned District, there shall 
be provided and maintained, 
lot area and other open space 
not less than prescribed in this 
section. 

(1) Gross lot area per dwelling 

unit or suite shall be governed 
by the Special Provisions for 
each Specially Planned 
District as designated in 

Section 973.09 hereunder. 

(2) Area for light access to 
windows in existing structures 
not located in the Specially 
Planned District shall be 
provided according to the 
provisions for light access 
found in Section 959.06(b)(3) of 
this ordinance for the C5 
Golden Triangle Area. 

(3) Not less than 10 percent (10%)

of the land area in a Specially 
Planned District shall be 
improved as Urban Open Space 
in accordance with the 
definition contained in Section 
903.02(o) and with applicable 
standards contained in Section 
959.06(b)(4) A and Bl, 2, 3, 5 
and C. Additional Urban Open 
Space may be required for a 
particular Specially Planned 
District as designated in 
Section 973.09 hereunder. 

(4) For residential uses within a 
Specially Planned District, 
Usable Open Space shall be 
provided in accordnance with 
the definition contained in 
Section 903.02(o) and with the 
applicable provisions and 
standards for usable open 
space contained in the Land 
Use Intensity Rating System of 
the Subdivision Regulations 
and Standards. 

(5) The maximum permitted Floor 
Area Ratio for any Specially

973.09 SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The provisions in this section apply 
specifically for the particular districts as 
designated. For supplementary 

regulations applying to all Specially 
Planned Districts, see Section 973.08. 

CHAPTER 974

Classifications 

974.01 PURPOSE 

The provisions of this article provide 
for an alternative form of development 
in planned unit development districts for 
sites which are developed as unified, 
planned complexes in accordance with 
unit development plans and improvement 
subdivision site plans approved by the 
Commission. These provisions are 
intended to permit a degree of flexibility 
in site development and in the design and 
arrangement of buildings which is not 
possible when development occurs on a 
lot-by-lot basis. These provisions for 
flexible development are intended to 
create efficient, functional and 
attractive urban areas which incorporate 
a high level of amenities and which meet 
public objectives for protection and 
preservation of the natural 
environment. The regulations are 
intended to isure compatible uses and 
structures within planned unit 
developments and between planned unit 
developments and areas adjacent to 
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them. They are also intended to prevent 
congestion of population; to insure 
adequate provision for pedestrian and 
vehicular movement; to provide open 
spaces for light, air and recreation; and 
to provide for the efficient provision of 
utilities, services and facilities. 

974.02 COORDINATED APPLICATION 
OF ZONING REQUIREMENTS AND 
IMPROVEMENT SUBDIVISION 

REGULATIONS 

The approval of an improvement 
subdivision site plan and the enactment 
of a planned unit development district as 
an amendment to the zoning ordinance 
shall require compliance with the 
regulations contained in this article of 
the zoning ordinance and with the 
standards and regulations contained in 
the Improvement Subdivision Regulations 
and Standards adopted by the 
Commission. 

(a) The provisions of this article 

establish uses which shall be 
permitted in planned unit 
development districts; the 
maximum intensity of 
development which shall be 
permitted; the maximum 
height of structures which 
shall be permitted, minimum 
yard requirements; 

requirements for open space, 
parking and loading facilities; 
and basic site criteria for 
planned unit development 
districts. 

(b) The Subdivision Regulations 
and Standards adopted by 
Commission shall govern the 
spatial arrangement of uses 
and structures on the site and 
all other elements of site 
design and improvement, 
including the design and 
improvement of pedestrian and 


vehicular circulation and 
parking; the location and 
improvement of open spaces 
for light, air recreation and 
other purposes; provisions for 
utilities, facilities and 
services; and the relationship 
of the planned unit 
development to adjacent 
areas. 

(c) The requirements contained in 

the environmental overlay 
district provisions of this 
ordinance (Chapter 986) shall 
be minimum requirements 
applicable to planned unit 
development districts. It shall 
be the responsibility of the 
Commission to determine, 
through application of 

standards contained in the 
adopted subdivision 

regulations, that the 
environmental characteristics 
and physical capacity of a 
planned unit development site 
and of land adjacent to the 
site £ire suitable for the 
character and intensity of 
development proposed. When 
necessary to protect the 
natural environment, to 

prevent hazardous 

development or otherwise to 
protect the public welfare, the 
Commission may require a 
lower intensity of development 
or more restricted 

development on all or portions 
of a site other than specified 
in this zoning ordinance. 

(d) The requirements contained in 
Chapter 987 (Signs) and 
Chapter 989 (Parking and Off- 
Street Loading) of this title 
shall govern such uses and 
structures within a planned 
unit development, unless the 
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Commission determines that 
the nature or impact of the 
proposed planned unit 
development warrants more 
restrictive standards. The 
Commission may require 
compliance with more 
restrictive standards on all or 
portions of a site than 
specified in other chapters of 
this Zoning Ordinance, when 
determined necessary to 
protect the natural 

environment, to protect 
adjacent properties, or to 
protect the public welfare. 

974.03 PROCEDURES 

The Procedures listed hereunder 
shall be followed in the review and 
approval of a Planned Unit Development 
District zoning classification and any 
development within a planned unit 
development district. 

(a) An applicant shall submit an 
application for approval of 
text and map revisions and 
Preliminary Development Plan 
containing draft results of 
studies required by the 
Commission, preliminary site 
plans showing building location 
and bulk, location and 
magnitude of landscaping, and 
the location of all roads and 
vehicular and pedestrian 
access, and any other 
information which Commission 
may require, to the 
Commission. 

(b) The Planning Commission shall 

determine whether the 
proposed development meets 
all applicable requirements of 
this zoning ordinance, and the 
impact of the proposed 
development on the 


surrounding area. 

(c) If the Preliminary 

Development Han is found to 
have an acceptable impact on 
the surrounding area based on 
the provisions of this 
ordinance, and upon plans and 
policy documents adopted 
from time to time by 
Commission, the Commission 
shall approve the Preliminary 
Development Han, and 
forward a recommendation on 
the proposed text and map 
revisions to Council. 

(d) After approval of the zoning 
classification by City Council 
and the Mayor, the applicant 
shall submit an application for 
approval of a Final 
Development Han to the 
Commission, containing final 
results of all studies required 
by the Commission, final site 
plans for the development, 
including building plans, 
sections and details, final 
landscaping plans and details, 
all information required on the 
Preliminary site plans, and any 
other information which 
Commission may require. 

(e) The applicant shall submit to 
the Commission, at the time 
of submission of the Final 
Development Han, the 
Improvement Subdivision Site 
Ham forthe Ranned Unit 
Development District for 
review and approval, in order 
to allow the zone change to 
become effective. 

(f) An amendment to the zoning 

ordinance for the 

establishment of a Ranned 
Unit Development District 
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shall not become effective or 
be entered upon the Zoning 
District Map until the 
Commission has approved the 
Final Development Plan and 
the Improvement Subdivision 
Site Plan has been recorded. 

(g) No occupancy permit shall be 
authorized for any use in a 
Planned Unit Development 
District until the Improvement 
Subdivision Site Plan has been 
recorded. 

(h> No occupancy permit shall be 
authorized for any use of 
structure in a Planned Unit 
Development District which is 
not in strict accordance with 
the recorded Improvement 
Subdivision Site Han and 
approved Final Development 
Han. 

974.04 MODIFICATION OF PLANNED 

UNIT DEVELOPMENT AFTER INITIAL 

DEVELOPMENT 

(a) Except as specified in 
subsection 974.05(b) 

hereunder, no changes in the 
number, use or sizes of 
structures; intensity of 
development; alterations in 
the amount, uses and 
arrangement of open spaces; 
or alteration of any other 
aspect of the planned unit 
development contained in the 
approved development plan 
and recorded site plan shall be 
allowed subsequent to initial 
development except after 
approval by the Commission 
and amendment of the unit 
development plan and recorded 
improvement subdivision site 
plan to incorporate the 
approved modification. 


(b) In a planned unit development 
district, minor changes in the 
use of land or structures and 
limited alteration of 

structures may be allowed 
subsequent to initial 
development and without 
amendment of the 

development plan and recorded 
improvement subdivision site 
plan in accordance with the 
Use Exception provisions 
contained in the regulations 
for each planned unit 
development. 

974.05 SITE CREITERIA FOR 

PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT 

DISTRICTS 

(a) The site shall either be in 
single or unified ownership at 
the time of application; or the 
site may be subject to a sales 
agreement, but re zoning shall 
not become effective until 
proof of unified ownership or 
control sufficient to carry out 
the approved development plan 
shall have been submitted to 
and approved by the 
Administrator, 

(b) A planned unit development 
district shall comprise a 
contiguous area of land, 
except as separated by public 
streets or ways, and shall 
comprise a reasonable unit for 
planned development. The site 
shall not surround or abut land 
which is not a part of the 
planned unit development 
district in a manner which 
would reduce the ability of 
such excluded land to be used 
in conformity with the 
provisions of the zoning 
ordinance applicable to such 
excluded land. 
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(c) A planned unit development 
district shall be in a location 
suitable for the proposed 
development, as evidenced by 
conformance with the 

Comprehensive Plan with plans 
and policy documents adopted 
from time to time by the 
Commission, and by 

demonstrated compatibility of 
the proposed development with 
development in adjacent areas. 

974.06 FLOOR AREA CALCULATIONS 

In any planned unit development, the 
base intensity of development shall be 
calculated on the basis of the actual land 
area within the district boundaries with 
the exclusion of public streets or ways 
and with the exclusion of any portion of 
the site with a slope of twenty-five 
(25%) percent or greater on which 
structures or impervious surfaces are 
proposed. 

974.07 FLOOR AREA BONUSES 

In any planned unit development, the 
base intensity of residential development 
may be increased by a percentage which 
is a bonus based on the provision of 
certain amenities or the meting of 
certain conditions which are listed 
below. The cumulative maximum 
percentage increase may, in no case, 
exceed twenty (20%) percent of the base 
intensity permitted. The actual 

percentage increase allowed for each 
amenity or condition is contained in the 
Subdivision Regulations and Standards. 

(a) Additional urban open space, 
beyond that required, to be 
used as public playground or 
park, and which is free and 
open to the public with no 
obstructions or restrictions on 
use. 


(b) A public overlook which is free 
and open to the public, with no 
obstructions or restrictions on 
use. 

(c) Transportation facilities which 
are designed and developed as 
part of the total development 
project, to reduce the use of 
private automobiles and lessen 
traffic congestion and which 
are operated and maintained 
by the developer for the life of 
the development. 

(d) Restoration of previously 

damaged environmentally 

sensitive land, as defined in 
Chapter 986, provided such 
damage has not been caused by 
applicant. 

(e) Restoration and reuse of 
existing structures on the 
subject property which have 
been designated or have been 
determined to be eligible to be 
designated sis local historic 
structures by the City's 
Historic Review Commission; 
or existing structures on the 
subject property which have 
been determined to be 
contributive structures within 
a designated local historic 
district or a district which has 
been determined to be eligible 
to be designated as a local 
historic district by the City's 
Historic Review Commission. 

(f) Design of new construction 
which is similar in form, scale, 
and materials to existing 
structures on the subject 
property or to structures 
which immediately abut the 
subject property when the new 
structures are visible from 
such existing structures. 
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(g) A pedestrian walkway along 
the waterfront of any property 
with a designated harborline, 
which is continuous along the 
entire waterfront edge of the 
property, which is within fifty 
(50) feet of the harborline, and 
which is free and open to the 
public with no obstructions or 
restrictions on use. 

974.08 ESTABLISHMENT OF 

MAXIMUM BUILDING HEIGHTS 

In any planned unit development 
district, structures along each portion of 
the subject property abutting adjacent 
zoning districts shall not exceed a height 
equal to the maximum height allowed in 
such adjacent districts for a distance 
into the subject site which is equal to the 
required setback for each adjacent site. 
Beyond this distance, structures shall not 
penetrate a curved surface which is 
determined by vertical lines whose 
height is determined by the following 
formula, where

At points on the subject site where the 
yard requirements of more than one 
adjacent district may apply, the more 
restrictive of these yard requirements 
shall apply to the subject site. 

Where the proposed planned unit 
development is adjacent to a zoning 
district with unlimited height 
restrictions, or where the planned unit 
development is adjacent to another 
planned unit development, h/a shall equal 
the actual height of the nearest main 
structure on such adjacent zoning lot. 

974.09 ESTABLISHMENT OF YARD 
REQUIREMENTS 


In any planned unit development 
district, structures along each portion of 
the property line abutting adjacent 
zoning districts shall maintain a lot area, 
yards, and other open spaces not less 
than that prescribed for such adjacent 
districts. At points on the subject site 
where the yard requirements of more 
than one adjacent district apply, the 
more restrictive of these yard 
requirements shall apply to the subject 
site. 

974.10 HEIGHT AND YEAR 
REQUIREMENTS FOR RIVERFRONT 
SITES 

If the proposed Planned Unit 
Development District abuts any body of 
water with a designated harborline, the 
harborline shall be used as the property 
line for purposes of calculating the 
height and year requirements, and the 
height and yard requirements for the 
adjacent site abutting the harbor line 
shall be calculated as if this adjacent 
site was zoned S. 

975.11 ABUTTING PROPERTY 
OUTSIDE THE CITY 

When any portion of a planned unit 
development district abuts property 
which is outside the limits of the City of 
Pittsburgh, such abutting property shall 
not be included in any calculations for 
intensity of development, height and 
yard requirements on the subject site and 
the perimeter of such abutting property 
which abuts the subject site shall not be 
included in any calculations for intensity 
of development, height, and yard 
requirements on the subject site. 

974.12 ESTABLISHMENT OF PLANNED 
UNIT DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 
CLASSIFICATIONS.

975.01 PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Residential 


Planned Unit Development District 
provisions contained in this chapter and 
in applicable provisions of the 
Subdivision Regulations and Standards is 
to permit greater flexibility in the design 
and development of residential areas 
than is generally possible under the 
residential district regulations prescribed 
in Chapters 927 - 943 of this ordinance. 
The regulations established hereunder 
permit a variety of housing structure 
types and associated facilities to be 
developed in a planned setting without 
some of the constraints imposed in other 
R districts. The regulations are intended 
to encourage innovation in housing design 
and residential area site planning in 
order to meet the housing and related 
needs of the City's diverse population; to 
promote economic and efficient use of 
land; to provide a high level of urban 
amenmities; and to protect the natural 
environment of the planned unit 
development site and of areas which may 
be affected by development on the site. 
It is also the intention of these 
regulations to prevent negative impacts 
upon nearby areas by limiting the 
intensity of development in residential 
planned unit development districts to a 
level which is compatible with that in 
adjacent areas and which will insure that 
the capacity of community facilities, 
utilities and transportation systems will 
not be exceeded. 

975.02 APPLICATION 

In the RP Residential Planned Unit 
Development District, there shall be 
applied the regulations prescribed in this 
chapter and in Chapter 974 and the 
qualifying regulations specifically 
referred to in the following sections of 
this chapter. 

975.03 USE 

(a) hi the Residential Planned 
Unit Development District, 
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the permitted uses shall be 
those listed in this section 
which are in accordance with 
an approved unit development 
plan and recorded 

i nprovement subdivision site 
plan. The uses listed in this 
section may be contained in 
separte structures or may be 
combined in multi-use 
structures subject to approval 
by the Commission. 

(1) Dwellings, including one- 
family detached, semi¬ 
detached and attached 
dwellings; two-family 
and multiple family 
dwellings. 

(2) The activities and 

structures listed in this 
subsection shall be 
permitted in locations 
approved by the 
Commission and 

compatibly incorporated 
in the unitary design of 
the residential planned 
unit development. In 
approving these uses, the 
Commission may impose 
limits on size, location 
within the planned unit 
development or other 
aspects of their design 
and development which 
are necessary to insure 
their harmonious relation 
to the planned unit 
development and to 
adjacent areas. 

(A) Church, cathedral or 
temple. 

(B) Community Club. 

(C) Community garage or 
parking area. 


(D) Community service 

institution or facility. 

(E) Day nursery or 
kindergarten. 

(F) Government uses and 
structures. 

(G) Project maintenance 
building or central 
project office. 

(H) Railroad or other mass 

transportation right-of- 
way and trackage, 
including passenger 

station and private off- 
street turn-around and 
layover areas for mass 
transit vehicles, with 
accessory poles and 
overhead wires, signals 
or other operating 
devices, shelters and 
comfort stations incident 
to the use thereof. 

(I) Recreation area with 
structures and facilities, 
public or nonprofit. 

(J) School, elementary, 
secondary or vocational. 

(K) Uses permitted under 

Section 951.02(b) of the 
Cl Neighbhorhood Retail 
District, provided such 
uses comprise a minor 
part of the development 
and are designed to serve 
primarily residents of 
the planned unit 
development and of 
adjacent areas which are 
within convenient 

walking distance of the 
planned unit 

development 
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(3) Accessory uses and 

(1) 

structures customarily 

incident to the above 


uses. 

(2) 

975.04 INTENSITY OF RESIDENTIAL 
DEVELOPMENT. 


The maximum intensity of 


residential land development in a 
residential planned unit development 
district shall be based upon its location 
in relation to existing zoning districts as 
specified hereunder. 

(3) 

(a) Establishment of Land Use 


Intensity 



A maximum land use intensity shall 
be established for each RP District, 
which shall not exceed the higher of 
the following: 


The floor area ratio shall 
not exceed 0.5. 

When non-resident ial 

uses are contained in 
separate buildings, the 
coverage of land by 
buildings and parking for 
non residential uses shall 
not exceed twenty (20%) 
percent. 

Twenty (20%) percent of 
the land area developed 
for uses listed in Section 
975.03(a)(2)(A-K) shall be 
improved as urban open 
space in accordance with 
the definition contained 
in Section 903.02(o) in 
Section 959.06(b)(4)(A) 
and (B), 2, 3, and 5. 


(1) The land use intensity 

associated with the 
residential zoning 

classification of the site 
prior to re zoning; or 

(2) The land use intensity 

which is equal to the 
average of the land use 
intensities of the zoning 
districts which abut the 
subject property 

according to the 
procedures set forth in 
the Land Use Intensity 
Rating System of the 
Subdivision Regulations 
and Standards. 


975.05 INTENSITY OF NON- 

RESIDENTLAL DEVELOPMENT 


(a) The intensity of development 
for uses listed in Section 
975.03(a)(7) shall comply with 
the following standards. 


975.06 OFF-STREET PARKING AND 
LOADING REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) Off-street parking and loading 
facilities shall be provided in 
accordance with the provisions 
of Section 989.01 and 989.07, 
with the following exceptions. 

(1) Two parking spaces shall 
be provided for each 
dwelling unit in a one- or 
two-family dwelling. 

(2) One and one-quarter (1 
1/4) parking spaces shall 
be provided for each 
dwelling unit in a 
multiple family dwelling. 

(3) If a residential planned 

unit development is 
located adjacent to a 
station or stop of a 
major public 

transportation Tacility 
such as subway, 
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exclusive bus way or 
other exclusive transit 
right-of-way, the number 
of required parking 
spaces may be reduced 
by not more than 50 
percent, provided that 
the planned unit 
development is not 
within a Parking Exempt 
Area as identified in 
Section 989.01 and on 
the Zoning District Map. 

975.07 USE EXCEPTIONS. 

Subject to the limitations prescribed 
in Section 974.04(a), the following uses 
are permitted in residential planned unit 
development districts subsequent to 
recording of the improvement subdivision 
site plan and may be authorized without 
amendment thereto. 

(a) Conditional uses which are 
permitted after a public 
hearing and recommendations 
by the Commission and after 
approval by Council in 
conformity with the provisions 
of Chapter 993.01(a)(B), (C) 

and (D), which are 
incorporated in the approved 
unit developmentplan and 
recorded improvement 

subdivision site plan: 

(1) Housing for the elderly, 

provided the conditions 

listed in Section 

993.01(a){33) a, b, h and j 
are met; 

(2) Group residence facility, 

provided the conditions 

listed in Section 

993.01 (a) (43) a, c, d, e 
and f are met; 

(3) Group care facility, 


provided the conditions 
listed in Section 
993.01 (a) (44) a, c and d 
are met; 

Such conditional uses will be 
allowed only if the proposed 
uses and structures do not 
result in or create: 

(A) an intensity of 

development which 

exceeds that allowed in 
the particular RP 
district; 

(B) a reduction in the 
required area of any 
category of open space; 

(C) a deficit in the number 
of required parking or 
loading spaces; or 

(D) any negative impacts 
affecting the planned 
unit development or 
areas adjacent to it. 

(b) Uses which are permitted only 
as special exceptions by the 
Board in conformity with the 
Standards contained in Section 
909.06(a) and the procedures 
specified in Section 909.07: 
which are 

(1) Small personal care 

residence provided the 
conditions listed in 
Section 909.06(b)(24) a, 

c, d, e, f, g, i, and j are 
met. 

(2) Large personal care 

residence provided the 
conditions listed in 
Section 909.06(b)(25) a 

and c are met.

(3) Home occupation, 

carried on in a dwelling 
unit by the resident 
thereof, as a customary 
accessory use. (See 
Section 909.06(b)(8).) 

(c) Uses which are authorized by 
the Administrator in 

conformity with the provisions 
of Chapter 993. 

(1) Home office of a doctor 
of medicine or minister 
of religion. See Section 
993.01(b)(6). 

(2) Lodgers, not exceeding 

two, in addition to one 
family, in each dwelling 
unit, as an accessory 
use. See Section 

993.01(b)(8). 

(3) Temporary structure 

incidental to the 

development of land or 
to the erection of a real 
estate office for such 
development. See 

Section 993.01(b)(32).

976.01 

PURPOSE 


The Commercial Planned Unit 
Development District is intended to 


provide locations within the City for the 
unified development of land for 
commercial and related purposes. Such 
developments shall provide for a 
compatible mixture of commercial and 
related uses, either in separate buildings 
or in structures devoted to two or more 
uses. In CP districts, the entire area 
shall be planned and developed as a unit 
including facilities for parking and 
loading, vehicular and pedestrian 
circulation, landscaping, areas or 
pedestrian use, signs, lighting, building 
design and orientation. It is the 
intention of these regulations to 
encourage development of areas for 
shopping and working which are both 
attractive and hightly functional; to 
insure that planned commercial districts 
are harmoniously related to adjacent and 
nearby areas; and to protect the natural 
environment of the CP District. 

976.02 APPLICATION 

In the CP Commercial Planned Unit 
Development District, there shall be 
applied the regulations prescribed in this 
chapter and in Chapter 974 and the 
qualifying regulations specifically 
referred to in the following sections of 
this chapter. 

976.03 USE 

(a) In the Commercial Planned Unit 
Development District, the permitted 
uses shall be those listed in this 
section which are in accordance 
with an approved unit development 
plan and recorded improvement 
subdivision site plan. The uses listed 
in this section may be contained in 
separate structures or may be 
combined in multi-use structures 
subject to approval by the 
Commission. 

(1) Commercial uses, consisting of 
retail sales, services, 
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wholesaling and office uses, 
including assembling, 

compounding, manufacturing, 
processing or treatment of 
products whhich is clearly 
incidental to a retail store or 
business, when the major 
portion of such products is to 
be sold at retail on the 
premises, provided such 
operation is not noxious or 
offensive by reason of 
emission of cinders, dust, 
fumes, gas, noise, odor, smoke 
vibration, water-carried waste 
or similar causes. 

(2) Automobile repair shop or 
facility when necessary to 
supplement a principal uses of 
the premises and when 
completely housed within a 
main or accessory building. 

(3) Educational institution. 

(4) Institutional facility, provided 
the conditions listed in Section 
993.01(a)(10) c are met. 

(5) Landing area for helicopter, 
autogiro or lighter-than-air 
craft, provided the conditions 
listed in Section 993.01(a){ll) 
a, b, and c are met. 

(6) Community garage or 
community parking area. 

(7) Minor garage, including 
general repairs and storage, 
but not including garage for 
mass transit vehicles; or minor 
parking area. 

(81 Mass transportation company 

right-of-way and trackage, 
including private off-street 
turn-around and layover areas 
for transit vehicles with 


accessory poles and overhead 
wires, signal or other 
operating devices, shelters and 
comfort stations incident to 
the uses thereof; and 
headquarters for operators and 
maintenance employees. 

(9) Transportation passenger 

stations, including railroad 
rights-of-way, trackage and 
sidings and parking areas for 
buses. 

(10) Government uses and 
structures, other than housing 
and schools.

986.01 GENERAL PROVISIONS 

(a) Purpose 

The purpose of the regulations 
contained in this chapter are to: 

(1) reduce hazards to life and 
protect structures and uses 
from damages which may be 
caused by construction on or 
use of land which is unsafe for 
development; 
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(2) protect land, public 

infrastructure and waters of 
the city from damages caused 
by improper use or 
construction on land which has 
physical, environmental or 
esthetic limitations for 
development; 

(3} maintain and enhance natural 

land features which are 
environmentally significant or 
which constitute a natural 
resource of importance to the 
community at large, including 
especially wooded hillsides, 
river frontages and stream 
valleys; 

(4) enhance public access to and 
enjoyment of the city's rivers 
and river fronts; 

(5) implement the policies 

enumerated in the Vacant, 

Environmentally _ Sensitive 

Land Management Study of 
1979; and to 

(6) carry out the mandates 

imposed upon governments in 
Pennsylvania by Article I, 

Section 27 of the 
Commonwealth's constitution, 
which states, "The people have 
a right to clean air, pure water 
and to the preservation of the 
natural, scenic, historic and 
esthetic values of the 

environment. As trustee of 
these resources, the 

Commonwealth shall conserve 
and maintain them for the 
benefit of all of the people." 

(b) Creation of Environmental Overland 

Zoning Districts. 

To carry out the purposes and 

provisions of this chapter, the 


following Environmental Overlay 
Zoning Districts are hereby created: 

FP FLood Plain District 
RF Riverfront District 
LS Landslide-Prone District 
UM Undermined Area District 
VP View Protection District 

(c) Environmental Overlay Zoning Maps. 

(1) The location of the districts 

enumerated in Subsection 
986.01(b) and the boundaries of 
these districts are hereby 
established as shown upon a 
series of Supplemental Zoning 
District Maps designated by 
the same names as enumerated 
in Subsection 986.01(b). These 
maps and all of the notations, 
references and other 

information shown thereon are 
hereby made a part of this 
zoning ordinance and shall be 
as much a part of this 
ordinance as if the matters 
and information set forth on 
such maps were all fully 
described herein. 

(2) The boundaries of districts are 
intended to correspond to the 
location of the environmental 
or natural resource features 
which are regulated in this 
chapter. The delineation of 
boundaries is based upon the 
best information available at 
the time of enactment. 

(3) If am applicant for an 
occupancy permit or other 
interested party submits 
evidence based on a survey, 
subsurface investigation or 
other method of site 
investigation acceptable to the 
Administrator and which has 
been performed by an 
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appropriate licensed or 
registered professional which 
shows that a particular site or 
area of land has been 
incorrectly classified with 
respect to a regulated land 
feature, other than land 
delineated within an FP 
District, the Administrator 
shall correct the 

environmental overlay zoning 
map or maps accordingly. The 
Administrator shall maintain 
an official file of all evidence 
upon which these corrections 
cure based. 

(4) If the Administrator shall 

refuse to correct a map on the 
basis of evidence submitted, 
an applicant for an occupancy 
permit or other interested 
person may appeal a 

determination made by the 
Administrator to the Board in 
accordance with the provisions 
of Section 909.04 and 909.07. 

(5) Revisions in the location of 

any flood plain boundary shall 
be made only after approval by 
the Federal Insurance 

Administration of the Federal 
Emergency Management 

Agency. 

(d) Warning and Disclaimer. 

The mapped delineations of land 
which may be subject to flooding, 
sliding or subsidence may not 
include all alnd within the city 
which is subject to those hazards. In 
addition, while it is the purpose of 
the regulations contained in this 
chapter to afford reasonable 
protection against damages caused 
by construction on or use of hazard- 
prone land, neither the mapped 
delineations of flood plains, 


landslide-prone and undermined 
areas, nor any regulation contained 
in this chapter shall create any 
liability on the part of the City of 
Pittsburgh or any officer or 
employee of the city for damages 
which may occur. 

(e) Conformance. 

No structure in a location which is 
regulated by the provisions of this 
chapter shall be erected, 
reconstructed, structurally altered, 
enlarged or moved, except in 
conformity with the regulations 
specified hereunder; and no land in a 
location regulated by the provisions 
of this chapter shall be used or 
designed to be used for a use or in a 
manner which is not permitted by 
the regulations of this chapter. 

986.02 FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 

(a) Purpose. 

The purposes for regulation of land 
use and development and of the 
construction, alteration, 

enlargement and substantial 
improvement of structures in the 
Flood Plain District are to comply 
with the requirements of the 
Pennsylvania Flood Plain 

Management Act and of the 
National Flood Insurance Program 
and to reduce property damages and 
hazards to life caused by flooding. 

(b) Special Definitions. 

The following special definitions 
shall apply to this section: 

(1) Base Flood - a flood having a 
one (1) percent chance of 
being equalled or exceeded in 
any given year. 
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{2) Development Which May 
Endanger Human Life - in 
accordance with the 

Pennsylvania Flood Rain 

Management Act and 

regulations adopted by the 
Department of Community 
Affairs pursuant to that act; 
structures or land used for the 
production or storage of any 
quantity of the following 
materials; or structures or 
land used for any activity 
requiring the maintenance of a 
supply {more than 550 gallons 
or other comparable volume) 
of the following materials; or 
any activity requiring the 
production, storage or use of 
any amount of redioactive 
substances: 

A. Acetone 

B. Amonia 

C. Benzene 

D. Calcium carbide 

E. Carbon disulfide 

F. Celluloid 

G. Chlorine 

H. Hydrochloric acid 
L Hydrocyanic acid 

J. Magnesium 

K. Nitric acid and oxides of 
nitrogen 

L. Petroleum products 

(gasoline, fuel oil, etc.) 

M. Phosphorus 

N. Potassium 

O. Sodium 

P. Sulphur and sulphur 
products 

Q. Pesticides (including 

insecticide, fungicides, and 
rodenticides) 

R. Radioactive substance, 

insofar as such substances are 
not otherwise regulated. 

(3) Encorachment - any structure 
or activity which in any 


manner changes, expands, or 
diminishes the course, current, 
or cross section of any 
watercourse, floodway or body 
of water. 

(4) Flood Rain - any land 

susceptible to being inundated 
by water from any source 
during the base flood. 

A. Roodway - the channel of 

a river or other 
watercourse and adjacent 
land area that must be 
reserved in order to 

discharge the waters of 

the base flood; in this 
section, as shown on maps 
prepared by the Federal 
Insurance Administration 
of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 
Where no floodway has 
been delilneated within a 
flood plain, the floodway 
is established for 

regulatory purposes as 
extending fifty (50) feet 
landward from the top 
bank of a stream. 

B. Roodway Fringe - that 

portion of a flood plain 
which is not the floodway; 
in this section, as shown 
on maps prepared by the 
Federal Insurance 

Administration of the 
Federal Emergency 

Management Agency. 

(5) Obstruction - any projection, 

excavation, building, 

structure, stockpile, refuse, 
fill, or matter in , along, 
across or projecting into any 
channel, watercourse or flood 
plain area which may impede, 
retard or change the direction 
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of the flow of water either in 
itself or by catching or 
collecting debris carried by 
such water or which is placed 
where the flow of the water 
might carry the same 
downstream. 

(6) Special Hazard - obstructions 
in flood plains which present a 
special hazard to occupants or 
to the public and defined in 
the Pennsylvania Flood Plain 
Management Act as: 
hospitals, nursing homes, jails, 
new mobile home park or new 
mobile home subdivisions or 
substantial additions to mobile 
home parks or subdivisions. 

(7) Substantial Improvement - any 

repair, reconstruction or 

improvement of a structure, 
the cost of which equals or 
exceeds fifty {50) percent of 
the market value of the 

structure either before the 
improvement is started or, if 
the structure has been 
damaged and is being restored, 
before the damage occurred. 
The term does not include: 

A. any project for 

improvement of a 

structure to comply with 
existing state or local 
health, sanitary or safety 
code specifications which 
are solely necessary to 
assure safe living 
conditions; or 

B. any alteration of a 
structure listed on the 
National Register of 
Historic Places or the 
Pennsylvania Inventory of 
Historic Places. 


(c) Application. 

In a Flood Rain District, land may 
be used and structures may be 
constructed, altered or enlarged for 
uses which are listed in the 
underlying zoning districts as 
permitted uses or as use exceptions 
in conformance with all other 

applicable provisions of this zoning 
ordinance and as further limited or 
prohibited by this section. 

(d) Floodway Use Regulations. 

(1) In accordance with Section 302 
of the Pennsylvania Flood 
Rain Management Act and the 
regulations of the Department 
of Environment cil Resources 
contained in Chapter 105 of 
Title 25 of the Pennsylvania 
Code, adopted on September 
16, 1980, the Pennsylvania 

Department of Environmental 
Resources has exclusive 

jurisdiction to regulate 

obstructions and 

encroachments in floodways. 
Therefore: 


No occupancy permit shall 

be issued 

by 

the 

Administrator 

for 

any 

obstruction 


or 

encroachment 

in 

a 


delineated floodway or, 
where a floodway has not 
been delineated, within 
fifty (50) feet landward 
from the top of the bank 
of a stream in a floodplain 
area unless a permit has 
been first issued by the 
Department of 

Environmenteil Resources. 

(2) If the Department of 
Environmental Resources shall 
determine that a permit is not 
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required for use of land or for 
construction or alteration of a 
structure in a floodway or if 
the Department of 

Environmental Resources shall 
at any time delegate all or any 
portion of its authority to 
regulate such obstructions and 
encroachments to the City of 
Pittsburgh, the following 
regulations shall apply. 

A. Prohibited Uses. 

1. No use or development of 
land or construction or 
alteration of structures 
shall be permitted which 
would result in any 
increase in flood levels 
during the occurance of 
the base flood discharge. 

2. No land or structures in a 
floodway shall be used for 
any development which 
may endanger human life.

986.03 RIVERFRONT DISTRICT 

(a) Purpose. 

This section imposes a requirement 
for maintenance of a yard along a 
riverfrontage for all uses, lot and 
parcels which abut a river or are 
within fifty (50) feet of the river (as 
defined by the Harbor Line) within 
the City of Pittsburgh, whether or 
not such land is located within a 
Flood Plain District. The purpose of 
this regulation is to maintain an 
open space area with the potential 
for public access along the banks of 
the rivers and to improve the scenic 
quality of the city's riverfronts. 

(b) Use. 

In the Riverfront District, land may 
be used and structures altered for 
all uses permitted in the underlying 
zoning district except as regulated 
by Section 986.03(d) hereunder.

(c) Area Requirement. 

In addition to the yard requirements 
of any underlying zoning districts, 
there shall be provided and 
maintained a yard, not less than 
fifty (50) feet in depth, measured 
from the Harbor line into the 
applicant’s property, for all property 
in the city which falls within fifty 
(50) feet of the Allegheny, Ohio, or 
Monongahela Rivers. Except as 
provided in Section 986.03(e), no 
structure or use shall extend into a 
required yard along the 
riverfrontage, and required 
riverfront yards shall be landscaped 
and maintained in good condition. 

(d) Use Exception. 

Uses which are authorized by the 
Administrator in conformity with 
the provisions of Chapter 993. 

(1) Marinas or other facilities 
used primarily for recreational 
boating. (See Section

986.07 VIEW PROTECTION DISTRICT 

(a) Purpose 

Pittsburgh's hillsides, rivers and 
central business district are scenic 
resources of citywide and regional 
significance. It is the purpose of the 
regulations contained in this section 
to preserve the scenic quality of 
these resources by limiting 
development which would reduce 
their visual significance and to 
insure that development does not 
block observation of a scenic view 
from delineated public viewing 
places. 

(b) Special Definitions 

The following special definitions 
shall apply to this section. 

(1) Scenic view. An outstanding 
or unique view of a hillside, 
downtown Pittsburgh, a river 
valley, or a river and shoreline 
as seen from a delineated 
viewing or generalized viewing 
place. 

(2) View corridor. A space 

between a viewing place and a 
scenic view defined by a view 
plane and view framing lines. 

(3) View framing line. A line or 

lines which define the outer 
edges of a scenic view. 

(4) View plane. An imaginary 

plane extending from a 

viewing place to a scenic view, 
which defines the space or 

view corridor which must be 
maintained in order to observe 
a scenic view from a viewing 
place. 

(5) View Protection District. An 


area within which scenic 
views, viewing places and view 
corridors are protected. A 
View Protection District may 
include a scenic view without 
delineation of a specific 
viewing place and the 
associated view corridor, or it 
may include a scenic view, 
together with a defined 
viewing place and the 
associated view corridor, view 
plane and view framing lines. 

(6) Viewing place. A public street 
or other public area or facility 
from which a scenic view may 
be observed. 

(c) Application 

Within a View Protection District, 
land may be used and structures may 
be constructed, altered or enlarged 
for uses which are classified in the 
underlying zoning district as 
permitted uses or as use exceptions, 
in conformance with the area and 
height provisions of the underlying 
zoning district, all other applicable 
provisions of this ordinance, and as 
further limited or restricted in

(d) Establishment of View Protection 

Districts 

(1) At the time of establishment 
of a View Protection District, 
Council shall specify the limits 
of the scenic view and, where 
included, shall specify a 
viewing place or places, 
together with the location, 
elevation and slope of the view 
plane and view framing lines.

For the purposes of this chapter 
and any license in accordance herewith, 
the following terms, phrases, words and 
their derivations shall have the meaning 
given herein unless otherwise specifically 
provided in this chapter, unless the 
context clearly indicated otherwise or 

unless such meaning would be 

inconsistent with the mainfest intent of 
Council. 

(1) "Bureau" means the Bureau of 
Cable Communications. 

(2) "Cable communications 

system" means a nonboradcast 
facility consisting of a set of 
transmission paths with 
associated signal generation, 
reception and control 
equipment, under common 
ownership and control, which 
distributes or is designed to 
distribute to subscribers the 
signals of one or more 
television broadcast stations 
and is franchised by the City 
in accordance with Chapter 
425 of the Pittsburgh Code. 

(3) "Customer" means a person 

who for a charge or payment 
of a fee receives, sends or uses 
any signal or service provided, 
collected or distributed by a 
private communications 

system licenses by the City. 

(4) "FCC" means the Federal 
Communications Commission 
or its legally appointed 
successor. 

(5) "License" means the privilege 
granted by the City by which 
the City authorizes a person to 
erect, construct, reconstruct, 


operate, dismantle, test, use 
and maintain a private 
communications system that 
occupies the streets, public 
ways or public places within 
the City. Any license issued in 
accordance herewith shall be a 
nonexclusive license. 

(6) "Licensee" means the person 

or its legal successor in 
interest who is issued a license 
or licenses in accordance with 
the provisions of this chapter 
for the erection, construction, 
reconstruction, operation, 
maintenance, dismantling, 
testing, repair and use of a 
private communications 

system in the City. 

(7) "Local Access Transport Area" 
(LATA) means that geographic 
area and communications 
system in which the City of 
Pittsburgh is located and in 
which Bell of PA is authorized 
by the Public Utilities 
Commission of PA to provide 
local exchange access 
telecommunications services. 

(8) "Private Communications 

System" means any 

communications equipment or 
facilities, not part of the 
LATA or part of a cable 
communications system 

franchised by the City, that in 
any manner is connected with 
the streets, public ways or 
public places within the 
corporate limits of the City, 
as now or in the future may 
exist. 

(9) "Street" means any area 
established for vehicular or 
public access use or the entire 
width between the boundary 
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lines of every way publicly 
maintained when any part 
thereof is open for public 
purposes. "Street" includes, 
but is not limited to, highway, 
avenue, road, alley, right of 
way, land, boulevard, 
concourse, bridge, tunnel, 
parks, parkways, waterways, 
docks, overheads, wharves and 
piers. 

(10) "Total local gross revenues" 
means all cash, credits, or 
property of any kind or nature 
reported as revenue items on 
licensee’s audited income 
statements arising from or 
attributable to the sale or 
exchange of private 

communications services by 
the licensee within the City or 
in any way derived from the 
operation of its private 
communications system, 

including, but not limited to, 
any interconnection between 
its system in the City and any 
system whatsoever. This sum 
shall be the basis for 
computing the fee imposed 
pursuant to this chapter. Such 
sum shall not include any bad 
debts, deposits, promotional or 
vendor discounts or credits nor 
sales, service, occupation or 
other excise tax to the extent 
that such taxes are charged 
separately from normal 
service charges and are 
remitted by the licensee 
directly to the taxing 
authority. 

427.04 SERVICE OF NOTICE. 

All notices required to be given to 
the City under any provision of this 
chapter shall be deemed served when 
delivered by hand in writing to the 


Superintendent of the Bureau of Cable 
Communications, or to any adult person 
in charge of the Bureau during normal 
business hours. 

427.05 NO LIABILITY OR WARRANTY. 

This Chapter shall not be construed 
to create or hold the City responsible or 
liable for any damage to persons or 
property by reason of any inspection or 
reinspection authorized herein or failure 
to inspect or reinspect, nor shall the 
issuance of any license nor the approval 
or disapproval of any installation 
authorized herein constitute any 
representation, guarantee or warranty of 
any kind by, nor create any liability 
upon, the City or any official, agent or 
employee thereof. 

427.06 LENGTH OF LICENSE. 

(a) Any annual license issued by 
the City in accordance herewith shall be 
a nonexclusive license for the use of the 
streets, public ways or public places 
within the City as specified in the 
license for the erection, construction, 
reconstruction, operation, maintenance, 
dismantling, testing and use of a private 
communications system. 

(b) Any license issued by the City 
is renewable annually upon establishment 
by the licensee to the satisfaction of the 
City that the licensee is in compliance 
with this chapter all applicable Federal, 
State and local ordinances and 
regulations and the space occupied is not 
needed for a public purpose. 

427.07 LICENSE LOCATIONS. 

(a) Any license issued for a 
private communications system in 
accordance herewith shall apply only to 
the location or locations stated on the 
license or licenses. 
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(b) Nothing in this chapter shall 
be construed as a representation, 
promise or guarantee by the City that 
any permit or other authorization 
required under any City law for the 
construction or installation of a private 
communications system shall be issued. 
427.08 TECHNICAL STANDARDS 

All technical standards governing 
construction, reconstruction, 

installation, operation, testing, use, 
maintenance and dismantling of a private 
communications system provided for 
herein shall be in accordance with all 
applicable FCC and other Federal, State 
and local laws and regulations, including 
but not limited to the most recent 

editions of the National Electrical Code 
and the National Electrical Safety Code. 

427.09 POWERS AND DUTIES OF 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

The Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Cable Communications shall have the 
following powers and duties: 

(1) Receive and review 

applications for licenses for 
any private communications 
system. 

(2) Review and audit all reports 
and filings submitted by the 
licensee to the City pursuant 
to this chapter. 

(3) Submit regulations regarding 

the construction, 

reconstruction, operation, 
maintenance, dismantling, 
testing or use of any private 
communications system 

established by license in 
accordance herewith to the 
Director of the Department of 
Public Works for promulgation. 

427.10 BONDS. 


(a) All persons submitting a 
request for a license to construct a 
private communications system in 
accordance herewith shall file with their 
request bonds solely for the protection of 
the City with a surety company or trust 
company or companies as surety or 
sureties in an amount determined by the 
Director to protect the City from any 
and all damages or costs suffered or 
incurred by the City as a result thereof, 
including, but not limited to, attorney's 
fees and costs of any action or 
proceeding, and including the full amount 
of compensation, indemnification, cost 
of removal or abandonment of any 
property or other costs which may be in 
default, up to the full principal amount 
of such bond; and the condition shall be a 
continuing obligation during the entire 
terra of any license issued in accordance 
herewith and thereafter until the 
licensee shall have satisfied in full any 
and all obligations to the City which 
arise out of or pertain to the license for 
a private communications system. 

(b) None of the provisions of this 
section nor any bond accepted by the 
City pursuant hereto, nor any damages 
recovered by the City thereunder, shall 
be construed to excuse the faithful 
performance by or limit the liability of 
the licensee under this chapter or any 
license issued in accordance herewith or 
for damages either to the full amount of 
such bond or otherwise. 

427.11 COMPENSATION FOR LICENSE. 

It shall be a term and condition of 
any license issued in accordance 
herewith that as part of the 
consideration supporting the issuance of 
such license and the City's permission 
thereby to occupy and use the streets of 
the City, that the licensee shall pay each 
year to the City the following 
copensation and license fees. 
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la) Any private communications system 
which serves no customers other 
than itself shall pay compensation 
and license fees in the amount of 
$1.00 per linear foot for each 
diameter inch or less of underground 
conduit or wire or each .250 
diameter inch or less of aerial wire 
per annum. In no event shall the fee 
be less than $250.00 per annum. 

(b) Any private communication system 
that serves customers within the 
City shall pay annually five per cent 
( 5 %) of the annual total local gross 
revenues from such customers to be 
calculated on the basis of all 
revenues derived from transmissions 
that bypass the LATA. Revenues 
derived from transmissions that 
enter a private communications 
system through the LATA shall not 
be part of the total local gross 
revenues for purposes of calculating 
compensation and license fees. 

427.12 PAYMENT AND AUDIT OF 
COMPENSATION AND LICENSE FEES. 

(a) The annual compensation and 
license fee provided for in Section 
427.11(a) shall be payable annually on or 
before February 1 of each calendar year. 

(b) The annual compensation and 
license fee provided for in Section 
427.11(b) shall be assessed quarterly for 
the preceding quarter, as of March 31, 
June 30, September 30 and December 31 
of each year. 

(1) Each quarterly payment shall 
be payable and reportable no 
less than thrity (30) days after 
the relevant assessment date. 

(2) Each payment shall be 

accompanied by a report from 
the licensee in a form 
approved by the 


Superintendent and the City 
Treasurer showing the basis 
for the computation and such 
other relevant data as may be 
required by the Superintendent 
or the City Treasurer. 

(3) Each of such reports shall 

contain a notarized 

verification by the chief 
financial officer of the 
licensee and such reports shall 
be verified annually, within 
ninety (90) days of the close of 
business of the last day of the 
calendar year, by a certified 
public accountant selected by 
the City at the expense of the 
licensee. 

(4) Failure to comply strictly with 
this section shall be deemed to 
be a violation of this chapter 
and shall subject the licensee 
to all penalties and remedies, 
both legal and equitable which 
are available to the City. 

(c) The acceptance of any 
payment required hereunder by the City 
shall not be construed as an 
acknowledgment that the amount paid is 
the correct amount due, nor shall such 
acceptance of payment be construed as a 
release of any claim which the City may 
have for additional sums due and 
payable. 

(1) All fee payments shall be 
subject to audit by the City 
Treasurer and assessment or 
refund if the payment is found 
to be in error. 

(2) In the event that such audit 
results in an assessment by and 
an additional payment to the 
City, such additional payment 
shall be subject to interest at 
the rate of six percent (6%) 
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per year, and to a penalty of 
6 % per year, which shall be 
due and payable immediately. 

(d) Nothing in this chapter shall 
be construed to limit the liability of the 
licensee for all applicable Federal, State 
and local taxes. 

427.13 INDEMNITY AND INSURANCE. 

(a) The City shall not at any time 
be liable for any injury or damage 
occurring to any person or property from 
any cause whatsoever, including damages 
from the City's negligent omissions, if 
any, arising from the use, operation or 
condition of the licensee's private 
communications system. 

(b) The licensee shall indemnify, 
save and hold harmless and defend the 
City from all liens; charges; claims, 
including but not limited to , libel, 
slander, invasion of privacy and 
unauthorized use of any trademark, trade 
name or service mark; demands; suits; 
actions; fines; penalties; losses; costs, 
including but not limited to, resonable 
legal fees and court costs; judgments; 
injuries; liabilities or damages, in law or 
equity, of any and every kind and nature 
whatsoever, including damages caused by 
or arising out of any act of negligent 
omission of the City, its officers, 
servants, agents, employees or 
contractors, or otherwise, arising out of 
or in any way connected with the 
installation, operation, maintenance or 
condition of the licensee's private 
communications system. 

(c) The Director, in consultation 
with the City Solicitor, shall set the type 
and coverage of insurance required. In 
setting the amount, the Director shall 
take into consideration the size and 
location of the private communications 
system, the financial resources of the 
licensee, risk involved to the City and to 


the general public as well as other 
salient factors. 

427.14 POLICE POWERS. 

Nothing in this chapter or in any 
license issued in accordance herewith 
shall be construed as an abrogation by 
the City of any of its police powers. 

427.15. USE OF STREETS AND POLE 
ATTACHMENTS. 

(a) Before commencing 

construction of its private 
communications system in, above, over, 
under, across, through or in any way 
connected with the streets, public ways 
or public places of the City, the licensee 
shall first obtain the written approval of 
all appropriate City agencies, including, 
but not limited to, the Bureau of Cable 
Communications, Department of Public 
Works. Applications for such approval 
shall be made in the form prescribed by 
the Bureau of Cable Communications. 

(b) Upon obtaining such written 
approval, the licensee shall give the 
Bureau of Cable Communications and the 
appropriate agency written notice within 
a reasonable time of proposed 
construction, but in no event shall such 
notice be given less than ten (10) days 
before such commencement. 

(c) Any person who submits a 
request for a license in accordance 
herewith shall include therein proposed 
agreements for the use of existing utility 
poles and conduits, if applicable, with 
the owner (s) of such facilities to be used 
or affected by the construction of the 
proposed private communications 
system, which agreements shall become 
effective on the date of execution of the 
license issued in accordance herewith in 
the event that such person is issued a 
license. 
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(d) It shall be unlawful for the 
licensee or any other person to open or 
otherwise disturb the surface of any 
street, sidewalk, driveway, public way or 
other public place for any purpose 
whatsoever without obtaining approval to 
do so after proceeding in the manner 
prescribed in subsections (a) and (b) 
hereof. Violation of this section shall 
subject the licensee to all penalties and 
remedies prescribed therein and to all 
other remedies, legal or equitable, which 
are available to the City. 

(e) The licensee shall restore any 
street or sidewalk it has disturbed in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 
1 (Streets and Sidewalks) of Title Four - 
Public Places and Property, and shall, at 
its own cost and expense, restore and 
replace any other property disturbed, 
damaged or in any way injured by or on 
account of its activities to as good as the 
condition such property was in 
immediately prior to the disturbance, 
damage or injury or pay the fair market 
value of such property to its owner. 

(f) The licensee shall, at its own 
cost and expense, protect, support, 
temporarily disconnect, relocate in the 
the same street or other public place, or 
removed from such street or other public 
place, any of its property when required 
to do so by the City because of street or 
other public excavation, construction, 
repair, regrading, or grading; traffic 
conditions; installation of sewers, drains, 
water pipes, City owned power or signal 
lines, tracks; vacation or relocation of 
streets or any jther type of structure or 
i nprovement of a public agency, or any 
other type of improvement necessary for 
the public health, safety or welfare. 

(g) Nothing in this chapter or any 
license issued in accordance herewith, 
shall be construed as authorizing the 
licensee to erect and maintain new poles 
in areas serviced by existing poles. The 


licensee shall obtain written approval 
from the Bureau of Cable 
Communications and other appropriate 
City agencies before erecting any new 
poles or underground conduits where 
none exist. 

(h) The licensee shall maintain all 
wires, conduits, cables, and other real 
and personal property and facilities in 
good condition, order and repair. 

(i) The licensee shall keep 
accurate, complete and current maps and 
records of its system and facilities which 
occupy the streets, public ways and 
public places within the City and shall 
furnish as soon as they are available two 

(2) complete copies of such maps and 
records to the Bureau of Cable 
Communications, Department of Public 
Works. 

(j) The licensee shall comply with 
all rules and regulations issued by the 
Department of Public Works governing 
the construction and installation of 
private communications systems. In 
addition: 

(1) All aerial cables and wires 
shall be installed parallel with 
existing telephone and electric 
utility wires; and 

(2) Multiple aerial configurations 
shall be in parallel 
arrangement and bundled, in 
accordance with engineering 
and safety considerations; and 

(3) All underground installations 
shall be in the appropriate size 
and type conduit or other 
enclosures approved by the 
Superintendent; and 

(4) All installations shall be 
underground in those areas of 
the City where both telephone 
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and electric utilities' facilities 
are underground at the time of 
the installation of the 
licensee's private 

communications system. 

(A) In areas where both 
telephone and electric 
utilities' facilities are 
above ground at the time 
of the installation of the 
licensee's private 

communications system, 
the licensee may install 
its system above ground 
on existing utility poles 
only, upon the condition 
that at such time as 
those facilities are 
placed underground by 
the telephone and 
electric utility 

companies, the licensee 
shall likewise place its 
facilities underground at 
its sole cost and expense. 

(5) The licensee upon reasonable 
notice by the City shall 
temporarily or permanently 
remove, adjust, raise or lower 
its facilities within the right 
of way when the City 
determines that such action is 
needed for public use of the 
right of way including but not 
limited to the passage of non-* 
standard vehicles. 

(6) The licensee shall obtain the 
written permission of the 
owner including the City of 
any tree or other vegetation 
before it trims or prunes the 
same. 

427.16 TRANSFERS AND 

ASSIGNMENTS. 

(a) The licensee shall not transfer 


or assign its interest in any license issued 
in accordance herewith without prior 
written authorization of the Director, 
Department of Public Works. For 
purposes of this section, a merger or 
consolidation shall be deemed a transfer 
or assignment. 

(b) Nothing in any approval by the 
Director, Department of Public Works 
authorizing any transfer or assignment of 
any license issued in accordance 
herewith shall be construed to waive or 
release any rights of the City in and to 
the streets, public ways and public places 
of the City or as a release of any of the 
City's police powers. 

SECTION 2. This ordinance shall 
becomre effective as to existing private 
communications systems ninety (90) days 
after passage. 

SECTION 3. Any Resolution or 
Ordinance or part thereof conflicting 
with the provisions of this Resolution is 
hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Resolution.

No. 56. AN ORDINANCE amending and 
supplementing the Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Two, "Fiscal", Article VH, "Business 
Related Taxes", Chapter 243, "Business 
Privilege Tax", Section 243.01, 
"Definitions", subsection (e), by 
excluding from the definition of "gross 
receipts" certain receipts of a financial 
business which is not a bank and which 
receipts result from transactions in 
moneyed capital. 
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THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Two, "Fiscal", Article VII, "Business 
Related Taxes", Chapter 243, "Business 
Privilege Tax", Section 243.01, 
"Definitions", subsection (e) is hereby 
amended and supplemented to read as 
follows: 

(e) "Gross recepts" means cash, credits, 
property of any kind or nature, 
received in or allocable or 
attributable to the City from any 
business, or services rendered, or 
commercial or business trans act ions, 
without deduction therefrom on 
account of the cost of property sold, 
materials used, labor, service or 
other cost, interest or discount paid, 
or any other expense. "Gross 
receipts" excludes the following: 

(1) In the case of a financial 
business, the cost of securities 
and other property sold, 
exchanged, paid at maturity, 
or redeemed, and moneys or 
credits received in repayment 
of advances, credits and loans, 
but not to exceed the principal 
amount of such advances, 
credits and loans, and deposits. 

(2) In the case of a financial 
business which is not a bank, 
those receipts which are 
generated by transactions in 
moneyed capital, but only if 
and to the extent that the City 
is prohibited by law from 
taxing receipts of a state or 
national bank which originate 
from the same types of 
transactions. 

(3) In the case of a broker of 
financial paper, commissions 


paid by him to another broker 
on account of a purchase or 
sales contract initiated, 
executed or cleared in 
conjunction with such other 
broker. 

(4) Receipts or that portion 
thereof attributable to 
interstate or foreign 

commerce or to a bona fide 
office or place of business 
regularly maintained by the 
taxpayer, outside the City 
limits, and not for the purpose 
of evading tax payment, and 
those receipts which the city 
is prohibited from taxing by 
law. Such receipts shall be 
segregated so that only that 
part of the receipts which is 
properly attributable and 
allocable to the doing of 
business in the City shall be 
taxed hereunder. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall 
be effective as of January 1, 1986. 

SECTION 3. Any Resolution or 
Ordinance or part thereof conflicting 
with the provisions of this Resolution is 
hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Resolution.

No. 57. AN ORDINANCE supplementing 
the Pittsburgh Code Title One 
Administration, Article XI, Personnel, 
Chapter 191, Retirement and Severence

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the City to pick up the employees 
contributions to the City of Pittsburgh 
Municipal Pension Fund, resulting in the 
exclusion of said contributions from the 
employees’ gross income for federal 
income tax purposes and to provide for 
certain requirements needed to ensure 
qualifications of the pension funds under 
the United States Internal Revenue 
Code. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. 

191.10 Pick Up Contributions 

All contributions required to be 
made under the City of Pittsburgh 
Municipal Pension Fund relating to 
regular member contributions for 
current service shall be picked up by 
the employer and shall be treated as 
employer contributions in 

determining tax treatment under the 
United States Internal Revenue 
Code for Federal Tax Purposes. For 
all other purposes, under this part 
and otherwise, the pick up 
contributions shall be treated as 
contributions made by a member in 
the same manner, and to the same 
extent as contributions made by a 
member prior to January 1, 1986. 

Other Requirements 

The rules for distribution of benefits 
and the maximum annual benefit 
prescribed under the United States 
Internal Revenue Code are hereby 
adopted and approved, effective as 
of January 1, 1986. 

SECTION 2. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance, conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.

No. 58. AN ORDINANCE supplementing 
the Pittsburgh Code, Title Two, "Fiscal", 
Article I, "Administration", Chapter 201, 
"City Treasurer", by: granting the City 
Treasurer the authority to impose a fine 
on owners of real property for failure to 
file by January 30 of each year a list of 
all tenants on a form provided annually 
by the Treasurer; granting the City 
Treasurer the authority to impose a fine 
of $50.00 per tenant per registration on 
owners of real property who fraudulently 
file tenant registration forms; and 
defining the effective date.

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Two, "Fiscal", Article I,

follows: 

Section 201.10, "Registration of 
Tenants" is hereby supplemented by the 
additions of subsections (e) and (f) to 
read as follows: 

(e) Any person who fails, neglects, 
or refuses to make any declaration or 
return required by this Chapter, any 
person who refuses to permit the 
Treasurer or any agent designated by him 
to examine his books, records, papers, or 
real property, shall, upon conviction, be 
fined not less than three hundred dollars 
($300.00) for each offense, and costs, and 
in default of payment thereof be 
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imprisoned for not more than thirty days. 

(f) Any person who knowingly 
makes any imcomplete, false, or 
fraudulent return, or attempts to do 
anything whatever to avoid full 
disclosure of all information required by 
this chapter, shall, upon conviction, be 
fined at a rate of $50.00 per tenant per 
reporting year for each offense, and 
costs, and, in default of payment 
thereof, shall be imprisoned for not more 
than ten days. 

SECTION 2. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall become effective on 
January 1, 1986. 

SECTION 3. In all other respects, 
the provisions of Chapter 201 "City 
Treasurer", shall remain unchanged and 
are hereby re-enacted in their entirety. 

SECTION 4. Any Resolution or 
Ordinance or part thereof conflicting 
with the provisions of this Resolution is 
hereby repealed so far as the same 
affects this Resolution.

No. 59. AN ORDINANCE amending the 
Pittsburgh Code, Title Two, "Fiscal" 
Article IX, "Property Taxes", Chapter 
263, "Real Property Tax", Section 
263.01, "Levy and Rate on Lands and 
Buildings", by levying the real property 
tax for 1986. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code, 
Title Two, "Fiscal" Article IX, "Property 
Taxes", Chapter 263, "Real Property 
Tax", Section 263.01, "Levy and Rate on 
Lands and Buildings, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

263.01 LEVY AND RATE ON LANDS 
AND BUILDINGS. 

Effective January 1, 1986^ for the 

purpose of providing revenue for the 
payment of the ordinary current 
expenses of the City, for the payment of 
interest on the funded and floating 
indebteness of the City, and of the 
constituent units constituting the present 
City, created prior to their annexation to 
or consolidation with the City, for the 
payment of the amounts required to be 
paid to the several sinking funds for the 
retirement at maturity of the 
outstanding indebteness of the City, and 
of the constituent units constituting the 
present City, created prior to their 
annexation to or consolidation with the 
City, due or to become during the fiscal 
year beginning Janaury 1, 1986, and 

ending December 31, 1986^ and for the 
payment of other liabilities of the City 
due to become due during the fiscal year 
beginning Janaury 1, 1986^ and ending 
December 31, 1986 , the following taxes 
shall be and the same are hereby levied 
and assessed upon the real property 
taxable for State, County and City 
purposes within the limits of the City, 
viz: one hundred and fifty-one and one- 
half (151.5) mills upon each dollar of 
fifteen dollars and fifteen cents ($15.15) 
upon each one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
of the assessed valuation of land, and 
twenty-seven (27) mills upon each dolla 
to two dollars and seventy cents ($2.70) 
upon each one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
of the assessed valuation of all buildings. 

SECTION 2. The effective date of 
this Ordinance shall be January 1, 1986. 
it being the intention that its effective 
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date shall coincide with the beginning of 
the City's fiscal year. 

SECTION 3. That any Ordinance or 
part of Ordinance conflicting with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, be and the 
same is hereby repealed so far as the 
same affects this Ordinance.
